Kingleberger, assistant surgeon of the 
Olympia, flagship of Admiral Dewey’s 
squadron; and Gunner Evans of the 
cruiser Boston, both of whom partici- 
pated in the battle of Manila.

are the first to arrive here to give the 


Officials personal information of that 
famous engagement. Dr. Kinkleberger 
is on leave. Gunner Evans’s time ex- 
pired early in April, but, knowing that 
the battle was impending, he asked 
Admiral Dewey for permission to re- 
main at his post through the engage- 
ment, and this was readily granted, as 
Evans is a veteran at the gun, such as 
Dewey needed. 

The two men looked bronzed from the 
exposure to the tropic sun, and their 
sturdiness gives assurance that 
Dewey’s men were not sufferng at Ma- 
nila, a fact of which they gave Secre- 
tary Long verbal assurance. . 

Gunner Evans had a long talk with 
the Secretary describing many inter- 
esting phases of the battle. After- 
ward he talked with a representative 
of the Associated Press. On the night 
before the battje, he remained awake 
and ready for service constantly, while 
the men slept beside their guts. The 
spirit of the crew was high, and they 
were eager for the contest. There 
was no apprehension except in cross- 
ing over the mines at the entrance 
of Manila Bay, for the fate of the 
Maine had aroused dread lest the 


‘Spaniards had planted mines and tor- 


pedoes at the entrance. The Olympia, 
with the admiral aboard, took the 
lead through this unknown danger, 
and when this had been cleared there 
was keen eagerness to begin the fight- 
ing. 

There is no long dawn in the Philip- 
pines, the transition from darkness 
to clear daylight, coming in a few 
minutes. It was shortly after 5 
o’clock that this change came, disclos- 
ing the Spanish ships lying eight miles 
off. The American sailors watched the 
hurry and confusion on board the 
Spanish ships as they prepared to de- 
fend themselves. They were practic- 
cally helpless, as their fires were 
banked, and beyond the clearing of the 
decks for action and getting the men 
to quarters they could not be moved. 

Meantime the Olympia had led the 
way, and the American ships were in 
line of battle for their first broadside. 
Evans remanied at the ammunition 
cases, serving shot and shell as fast 
as needed. The men at the guns had 
stripped to the waist, keeping on only 
their trousers and shoes. There was 
not a breath of air astir, and aside 
from the intense tropical heat there

The fact is 
that while early movements have taken 
so few men, there is a belief that the 
army had much better be too great 
than too small, and in consequence 
there is pressure to have 50,000 more 
men added to the service list. 

To equip these men now would con- 
sume less time than it did a month 
ago to put arms in the hands and 
uniforms on the backs of 10,000 of 
those summoned by the first call. All 
manufactories are in good working 
order, and there is little doubt but 
that by the time another call could 
be sent out, there would be a surplus 
of many supplies on hand to outfit and 
feed men summoned to concentration 
camps. 

The moral effect of such a movement 
likewise is counted upon as showing 
Spain and the world the resources of 
the nation.

today. Light batteries D and G of the 
Sixth Artillery, with 250 men and offi- 
cers, and twelve guns, started on the 
long journey across the continent. Both 
batteries are in good shape, and will 
prove valuable additions to the expedi- 
tion. 

No new transports were chartered to- 
day by the War Department. Maj. 
Long reported no new inspection, and 
as he is empowered to take all neces- 
sary steps toward securing vessels, the 
department is leaving everything in 
his hands, only signing the formal 
charters when he sees the vessels. The 
department received Information, how- 
ever, which increases the hope that 
the Northern Pacific ships will be put 
into this service, in which event, it is 
believed, the Victoria, Olympia and 


Arizona will be obtainable for service 


in the fourth expedition. These ships, 
with those which may he impressed 
frqm the Pacific Mail and Oceanic 
fleets, will carry all the troops to be 
dispatched in the regular expedition. 
More vessels may be needed later to 
carry recruits for the regiments al- 
ready sent forward. 

Senator Perkins today laid = before 
the War Department the offer of the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
to equip a@ battery of heavy artillery 
for coast defense. While appreciating 
and praising the loyalty of the San 
Francisco business men, Secretary Al- 
ger said there was no way in which 
the government could accept this of- 
fer, as troops could enter the eervice 
of the United States alone through 
the designation and call by the Gov- 
ernor of a State. The same applies 
to all independent organizations, many 
of which have been offered to the gov- 
ernment, through Senator Perkins, by 
Californians.® The Governor alone has 
power to accept troops, and the United 
States can receive them only from 
him. 

The Navy Department says a state- 
ment that Gen. Merritt may eo out in 
the Philadelphia cannot be correct, 
for the reason that the flagship will 
go only to Honolulu, and then only 
when the flag is to be raised, on which 
occasion the vessel will probably carry 
the commission in company with Ad- 
miral Miller. 

An order, issued tonight, creates the 
Eighth Army Corps, which will be 
commanded by Gen. Merritt. This 
force will be made up of troops to be 
sent to the Philippines, and has been 
placed under the command of Gen. 
Merritt. The order explains that the 
corps is created for a better adminis- 
tration of affairs, and provides that 
when the duties as Governor shall oc- 
cupy the time and attention of Gen. 
Merritt, Maj.-Gen. Elwell S. Otis shall 
be in command. This is in line with 
a forecast in the San Francisco Chron- 
icle, and is said that Gen. Otis, as 
second in command, will be left by 
Merritt to arrange for the fourth ex- 
pedition, he sailing in the third. . 

THOSE “PBACE TENDENCIES.”

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Public 
tention here today was divided almost 
evenly between three subjects, the 
movement of Gen. Shafter’s army, the 
probability of reinforcements having 
reached Dewey, and the status of Hob- 
son, the naval hero. Up to a ilate 
hour in the afternoon neither of the 
anxiously-awalited messages which 
were to announce the arrival of the 
transports at Santiago and Manila had 
reached either the War or Navy de- 
partments. It was not doubted, how- 
ever, that our vessels are off San- 
tiago, for, although progressing at a 
less speed than the English steamship 
which reached Kingston and reported 
having passed them in the Windward 
Passage last night, the distance which 
they would be obliged to travel from 
the Windward Passage to Santiago is 
less than that traversed by the British 
ship, which came into Jamaica in 
the early afternoon. If they arrived 
only this morning off Santiago, they 
could not report that fact solely by 
means of a dispatch boat running over 
to Kingston, a twelve-hour journey, 
so that direct report from the fleet 
cannot be expected until a late hour 
tonight. 

It is not doubted that just about 
the time Shafter appears off Santiago

Dewey's assistance. That fact will not 
be known, however, officially for two 
or three days, owing to the distance 
from there to Hongkong, the nearest 
cable point.

During the day dispatches announc- 

ing that Capt.-Gen. Blanco had re- 
fused to exchange Hobson and his fel- 
low-prisoners created some indigation, 
which was modified later by Madrid 
advices quoting Sagasta as saying no 
decision had been reached. Should 
Spain adopt the cruel and unusual 
course of refusing an exchange, the 
regulations of the War Department are 
sufficient to meet the case. The fol- 
lowing principle is laid down in its 
regulations: 
“Retaliation will never be resorted 
to as a measure of mere revenge, but 
only,as a measuer of protective retri- 
bution, and, moreover, cautiously and 
unavoidably; that is to say, fetalla- 
tion shall only be resorted to after 
careful inquiry into the real occurrence 
and the character of the deeds that 
may demand retribution. Unjust or 
inconsiderate retaliation removes the 
belligerents further and further from 
the mitigating rules of regular war, 
and by rapid strides leads them to the 
internecine wars of savages.” 

It was pointed out today by a lead- 
ing officer of the army that the Span- 
ish had most to lose by a course of 
cruelty which would call for retalia. 
tion, as the number of Spanish prisog- 
ers is far greater than that of Amer- 
ican prisoners.

Marine Hospital here. This hospital 
has only half a dozen occupants, suf- 
fering from disease and not from 
wounds. The men on the ships of the 
fleet have been afflicted with dysentery 
and diarrhoea on account of the water. 
The distilling plant here has not been 
able to furnish pure water. There are 
some cases of bronchitis in the hos- 
pital. Many people are exempt from 
colds here and on the water, no mat- 
ter how much they expose themselves, 
but persons who perspire-freely and 
expose themselves to drafts, often 
catch severe colds. The general hos- 
pital is almost empty, but a number 
of nurses are on hand, as are all of 
the facilities for handling a very large 
number of wounded.

Merritt’s headquarters this morning, 
notwithstanding a report from other 
rources that the transports cannot be 
gotten in complete readiness by that 
time. 

The officers ®» are supervising the 
preparations on board the vessels ap- 
pear to differ with the steamship peo- 
ple concerning the time needed to 
complete the alterations, and have re- 
ported to Gen. Merritt that the trans- 
ports ought to be ready to receive the 
soldiers by Thursday. As yet Gen. 
Merritt has not’ made public the time 
of his own departure, but it is known 
among his officers that he is exceed- 
ingly-anxious to get away on the next 
expedition, and will do so, unless the 
authorities at Washington interfere 
with his preseft pians. 

The report had been frequently cir- 
culated around army headquarters 
that Gen. Merritt will divert the course 
of the vessel in which he will journey 
to the Philippines, so as to touch at 
Iiongkong before landing at Manila. 
Gen. Merritt will make this movement 
in order to place himself in communi- 
cation with the authorities at Wash- 
ington before he commences operations 
in the Philippines. Further ~instruc- 
tions will doubtless await him at 
Hongkong, which is the only cable 
. at which he can touch. after 
caving this city. 

In order not to delay the vessels of 
the third fleet, supplies and coal are 
now being placed on board, and if the 
carpenters can finish the fitting-up of 
the bunks by Thursday, the five ves- 
sels may depart on schedule time, but 
it 1s doubtful if this can be done, espe- 
cially as the working force employed 
on the vessels is by no means large. 

The Indiana is still receiving coal. 
The Morgan City had been coaled, 
and is ready to receive stores, which, 
however. have not yet arrived at the 
dock. The Ohio is receiving both coal 
nnd freight. There is nothing doing 
on the Valencia. The guards are on 
board, and are apparently enjoying 
Ereatly the ease of camp stools. The 
Valencia has to go on the drydock. 
When she will go is uncertain, but 
the army officers say that she is to 
form part of the third expedition, and 
of course she will go. Considerable 
work will have to be done on her be- 
fore she can be made ready. The City 
Of 4s..receiving freight. and at 
the same time the work of. fitting up 
the sleeping quarters of the men is 
progressing rapidly. The Newport 
docked about 12:30 p.m., today, and 
will be got out as soon as possible. 

Just what ships wfll be used for the 
fourth fleet cannot be learned, but the 
fleet will probably consist of the New- 
port, now at her dock: the City of Pu- 
eble. due from Puget Sound; the 
steamer Peru, due from Hongkong 
June 24; the Alameda, which is sched- 
uled to arrive from Australia June 29, 
and the Acapulco, which will doubt- 
oe arriye from Panama on the same 
ate. 

Japan may indirectly aid Uncle Sam. 
There is a report current at the Pa- 
cific Mail dock that the steamers of 
the Japan line, the Toyo Company, may 
be used as substitutes for the ships 
chartered by the United States. cov- 
ernment from C. P. Huntington. There 


fs a traffic agreement between the Toyo 


company and the Pacific Mail for the 
operating of new steamers now being 
built for the former company. As the 
Mail company has given up the Peking 
and China, and will give up the Peru, 
the Toyo line, which operates a num- 
ber of large steamers in the Orient, 
will probably furnish ships for the 
trade until its new steamers shall be 
completed. 

Every effort is being made to recruit 
the Third Artillery, four of whose bat- 
terles are designated for Manila and 
two for the next expedition, up to the 
war strength of 200 men as soon as 
possible. The recruiting officers at In- 
dianapolis, Chicago and St. Louis were 
ordered to make special efforts to get in 
n for this regiment. Twenty-two re- 
cruits came in from Independence yes- 

erday, and forty-seven are expected 
ro Chicago tomorrow. 

The officers and men of the Seventh 
California Regiment feel somewhat 
disappointed that they are not going 
with the third expedition, according to 
the original plan.

COMPLETELY EQUIPPED.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 20.—The 


‘lastor Light Battery, numbering 101- 


men, including three officers, arrived in 
this city this morning. The men com- 
posing the battery are by far the most 
handsome appearing soldiers that have 
arrived in this city. They are thor- 
oughly equipped, their outfits being the 
regulation United States Light Ar- 
tillery equipment. They carry with 
them six Hotchkiss rapid-fire cannon, 
throwing. 12-pound shells 

The batte arrived on this side of 

morning, and the ladies 


of the Red Cross served coffee to the 
men, besides adorning them with: Cali- 
fornia flowers. The streets were 
crowded with people, and the soldiers 
were accorded a splendid welcome. The 
battery marched to the Presidio, and 
will make that place their home until 
they are ordered elsewhere. 

The personal outfits of the men are 
complete. Each man has two uniforms, 
one the blue cloth:of light weight of the 
regular artillery, a brown campaign 
hat, brown canvas leggings and gaunt- 
lets; the other uniform is of brown can- 
vas stuff known as kaki cloth, trimmed 
in scarlet, pockets and shoulder straps 
included. With is canvas suit is worn 
a white cork helmet. These helmets 
are water proof, with top and side 
ventilation. A protection hood which 
falls over the shoulders is made to ad- 
just to each. The entire’ headgear 
weighs only seven ounces. 

The outfit further includes three suits 
of underclothing, three biue woolen 
shirts, six pairs socks, three pairs can- 
vas leggings, two pairs of tramping 
shoes, six handkerchiefs and a pair of 
buckskin gauntlet gloves. The men en- 
ter for three years’ service, and re- 
ceive $15.60 a month. 

Among the vocations and professtons 
represented are eight lawyers, several 
doctors, the late superintendent of the 
Presbyterian Hospital, New York City; 
a United States Marshal from Texas, 
a barber from the West, and over half 
a dozen boys whose fathers rank high 
on the list of United States millionairs.

AT CAMP THOMAS. 


Ghost Walks for the New Yorkers. 
Recruiting and Drilling. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICKAMAGUA NATIONAL PARK 
June 20.—The- most important hap- 
pening today at Camp Thomas was 
the arrival of Gen. Healy and staff 
of New York, to pay the troops of 
that State for the time they were in 
service before being mustered in as 
(United States volunteers. The total 
amount to be paid the New Yorkers 
will approximate $150,000. 

Inspired by the complaints of some 
of the New York troops that they 
were without money, and needed many 
things, the New York World rushed to 
the park a carload of provisions for 
distribution among the New York regi- 
ments. The car came from New York 
in thirty-six hours, in charge of Mr. 
Roeder, a special staff representative 
of the World. Several hundred more 
recruits arrived this morning. The 
recruiting is progressing much more 
rapidly than expecjed, all the regi- 
ments filling up fast. 

Efforts are now being made to per- 
fect the guard service at the park as 
rapidly as possible. Orders have been 
issued from the headquarters of the 
First Division of the First Corps, that 
hereafter all officers and noncommis- 
sioned officers of the guard will be 
requested to remain with the guard 
during the entire time of duty. They 
will also make a prescribed inspec- 
tion, and will be held responsible for 
the thorough instruction of the guard. 
To accomplish this each brigade is to 
appoint one of the members of its 
staff to do the work. 

The hospital of the Third Divison, 
First Army Corps, has some cases of 
pneumonia and typhoid fever. Maj. 
T. C. Clark, chief surgeon of the hos- 
pital, thinks that possibly the rain 
may have had something to do with 
producing the typhoid fever by wash- 
ing out the camps and carrying re- 
fuse into the water supply. 

Five cars of equipment arrived yes- 
terday, and were handed out for dis- 
tribution today. These consisted of 
three cars of gun carriages, timbers 
and caissons for the artillery, and 
two cars of guns and miscellaneous 
stores. Additional guns and large 
quantities of ordnance stores are ex- 
pected during the week. 

Regimental and company drills are 
again the order for today, no unusual 
maneuvers being scheduled. 

NEW YORKERS BARRED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ALBANY (N. -Y.,) June 20.—The 
State military authorities late this 
afternoon announced that none of the 
organizations of the old National 
Guard which did not go under the 
first call will be given any opportunity 
to volunteer under the second call. 
This decision will prevent the Seventh, 
Twenty-third and Seventy-fourth regi- 
ments and ten separate companies 
from forming a part of New York’s 
quota under the second call. 


EIGHTH ARMY CORPS, 


Gen. Merritt to Have a New Com. 
mend at His Disposal. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, June 20.—An addi- 
tional army corps, to be known as the 
Eighth, is to be created. It will be 
composed of the troops assigned to the 
Philippines and will be in command of 

Gen. Merritt. 

The creation of the new corps is by 
direction of the President, and author- 
ity is conferred upon Gen. Merritt to 
transfer the command of the corps to 
the next officer in rank at such time es 
he may deem it expedient to do so, as 
a matter of military adminietration, 


devote his attention to important mat- 
ters of the government connected with 
the Philippine Islands. 

There is reason to believe that the 
creation of the new corps is the follow- 
ing out of an idea suggested by Gen. 
Merritt himself. Upon his arrival at 
the Philippines, Gen. Merritt will trans- 
fer the active command of the corps to 
Maj.-Gen. Otis, now his second in com- 
mand. 

As military Governor of the Philtp- 
pines, Gen. Merritt will have so many 
duties of an administrative character 
to perform that it would be impracti- 
cable for him to retain the active com- 
mand of the troops on the island. He 
would be, of course, the supreme mili- 
tary authority in the Philippines, but 
direct command of the force there will 
devolve upon Gen. Otis. 

Promotions of the following regular 
army officers will‘shortly be announced, 
the officers in each case being given 
commissions in the volunteer service 
and assigned to the staff of Gen. Mer- 
ritt: Maj. James H. Barry, to be lieu- 
tenant-colonel and assistant adjutant- 
general; Maj. F. H. Crowder to be 
lieutenant-colonel and judge advocate; 
First Lieut. C. T. Potter, corps of en- 
gineers, to be lieutenant-colonel and 
chief engineer; Capt. C. W. Whipple, 
ordnance department, to be lieutenant- 
colonel and inspector-general. 

WILLIE’S LATEST AD. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—Lieut. A. 
N. Mayer has been given the com- 
mand of the dispatch boat Buccaneer, 
which was tendered the government 
by W. R. Hearst of the New York 
Journal, for use during the present 
war.

FIXING UP, 


The Philadelphia, Ranger and York- 
town at Mere Island. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MARE ISLAND NAVY YARD, June 
20.—The work on the cruiser Philadel- 
phia is nearly completed. The ships 
main battery of 6-inch rifles have been 
swung aboard and set in position. ‘The 
ship has been painted in war color. 
She will be taken out of the dock the 
first of next week. The new deck of 
the U.S.S. Adams has been about com- 
pleted, and that ship will soon be 
ready for commission. 

The old iron.cruiser Ranger will be 
hauled in to the quay wall shortly, and 
converted as rapidly as possible into a 
modern gunboat. Work on the York- 
town is being expedited as much as 
possible, and as fast as the men get 
through with the Philadelphia they will 
be transferred to the Yorktown. 


PLENTY OF SHOOTING. 


Gen. Nonent Killed—Native Militia 
Slaughtering Their Officers. 

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

HONGKONG, June 20.—According to 
advices from Manila, dated June 17, 
it was reported there that Gen. Nonent, 
in coming southward with 3000 mixed 
troopsfrom Batacan, thirty miles north 
of Manila, found the railway line 
blocked, and was taken by ambush by 
the insurgents. Fierce fighting ensued, 
and was carried on for three days, dur- 
ing which Gen. Nonent was killed. The 
native troops joined the insurgents, 
and the Spaniards who were left, about 
500, surrendered. 

A battalion at Pampanga, of native 
militia, supposed to be particularly 
loyal, began the shooting of its offi- 
cers, and killed five, when the insur- 
gents attacked Marabon. The Spanish 
succeeded in disarming and imprison- 
ing a portion of them, but they escaped 
when the insurgents captured Marabon. 

At Zapote a whole regiment revolted 
at a critical moment. The authorities 
still use mixed forces, with the result 
that insurgent riflemen are frequently 
found to have passed the sentries and 
to be creeping along under cover and 
firing upon the Spaniards from behind. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
pays a daily visit to the outposts at 
Tondo, Santa Tesa, Santa Ana and Ma- 
late, but here is no perceptible move- 
ment, though there is constant firing, 
which for the most part is ineffective. 
Nothing is visible among the trees. The 
insurgents, who fire sparingly, draw 
abundant Spanish volleys, especially at 
night. The Spaniards incessantly 
squander tons of ammunition into the 
shadow of thickets, apparently in the 
hope of quickly exhausting their stock, 
and being in a position to surrender 
honorably after a hopeless fight. 

In the mean time the Spanish com- 
manders have been ordered to burn the 
villagers’ huts outside the town, so as 
to deprive the enemy of shelter, and 
hundreds of peaceful natives are home- 
less. There was a great feast at Ca- 
vite, July 12, when’ a declaration of 
independence was formally made by 
Aguinaldo. He had invited the Ameri- 
can officers to be present, but none ac- 
cepted. Aguinaldo is reported to have 
advocated autonomy under American 
protection, similar to the British pro- 
tectorates. 


DARKER FOR LEITER. 


Foreigners Said to Be Declining the 
Whert He Sold. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, June 20.—More threaten- 
ing clouds are gathering for Leiter. 
Since the announcement of Leiter’s 
withdrawal from the deal, the price 
of cash wheat has declined 10 cents. 
This, it is asserted in the Post today, 
means an additional $1,000,000 within 
a week which the elder Leiter, appar- 
ently, will have to pay. Another 
source of evil to the Leiter prospects 
is the persistent rumor from across 
the water that foreigners are refusing 
the wheat Leiter sold. Various reasons 
are assigned for the rejection, but in™ 
each case there appears the possibility 
that Leiter will find his wheat coming 
back to him in great quantities. The 
sale of options this week, which was 
controlled by Leiter, is another item 

of loss with a declining market. 

On the other hand, outside holders 
of cash wheat, including Peavey, came 
to the city today, and the statement 
has en circulated that practically 
all the wheat in the visible supply of 
the country will be involved in the 
Armour-Leiter deal. Reconciliation is 
said to have been effected between 
Leiter and Peavey, who was erro- 
neously regarded by some as one of 
the leaders of the movement to break 
the market in the Northwest which 
precipitated the Leiter failure. 

On good authority, it is said that the 
Pillsbury wheat and Peavey’s at Du- 
luth are embraced in the .transfer 
from Leiter to Armour. Thére are 
perhaps 5.000.000 bushels at Minneapo- 
lis and 3,000,000 at Duluth. The addi- 
tion made by admitting Peavey into 
the Armour company is said to be in 
the neighborhood of 2,000,009 bushels.

FRANK STBWART SURRENDERS 
TO THE SHERIFF'S POSSE. 


After Fourteen Daye of Dodging Dr. 
J. MeNally’s Assailant Finds 
Further Flight Impossible. 


ARRAIGNED IN COURT AT ONCE.

SAYS HE HAD IT IN HIS POWER TO 
KILL AN OFFICER. 


Well-known Newspaper Man Dead. 
Miss Piercy Given Mach Prop- 
erty—War Bond Subscriptions. 
Vessels Lost. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) June 20.—After 
fourteen days of persistent trailing over 
mountain trails, through gorges and 
cafions, Sheriff Ruffner and posse re- 
turned to Prescott his afternoon with 
Frank Stewart, who made a murderous 
attack on Dr. J. B. McNally, one 6. 

Discovering this morning es- 
cape was impossible, Stewart sent word 
to dis pursuers that he desired to 
surrender. An indictment having al- 
ready been found against him by the’ 
grand jury, now in session, he was 
taken immediately into court and ar- 
raigned, but was allowed statutory time 
to plead. 

Speaking of the pursuit by the offi- 
cers, he said that on the afternoon of 
the shooting, while concealed in the 
rocks, he had a bead drawn on Under 
Sheriff Dillon, thinking him alone. On 
Dillon calling to another deputy, he 
refrained from shooting, not wishing 
to divulge his location. He says the 
officers passed a number of times 
within a few feet of him in the rocks. 

SHOTS EXCHANGED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.1 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) June 20.—Sheriff 
Ruffner, who has been on the trail of 
Frank Stewart ever since June 6, when 
he shot Dr. McNally, had an encounter 
with him yesterday about twenty-five 
miles south of Prescott. Ruffner fired 
six shots from his Winchester rifle, and 
Stewart fired four from his Marlin. 
The Sheriff's shots went wild, while one 
of Stewart’s bullets whizzed through 
Ruffner’s hat, Ruffnersummoned an ad- 
ditional posse, and is still on the trail, 
but it is evident that Stewart intends 
to make a bitter resistance. 

He has been getting food by robbing 
unoccupied cabins, but he stopped Sun- 
day morning at a prospector’s cabin 
and compelled the prospector to cook 
breakfast for him. He asked about his 
victim, and was told by the prospector 
that he was dead, which is the first in- 
formation he had received of the result 
of his murderous attack. The pros- 
pector gave him false information as to 
Mr. McNally’s recovering so as to be 
able to be around. 


ACTOR PIERCY’S DAUGHTER. 


She Comes into Possession of a 
Large-sized Inheritance. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 20.—Supe- 
rior Judge Coffey made an order to- 
day awarding $60,000 worth of real es- 
tate to Miss Viola Piercy. Miss Piercy 
is a daughter of the well-known ac- 
tor of that name who wedded Miss 
Dunphy, daughter of the late William 
Dunphy, the wealthy cattleman. 

Miss Piercy’s mother died in 1880, her 
father having departed this life when 
she was an infant. The custody of 
the child was made the subject of a 
bitter contest in the courts between 
the Piercys and the Dunphys. As long 
ago as 1882 Judge Coffey made an or- 
der giving the girl into the custody of 
her grandfather, William Dunphy, and 
after his death the girl became the 
ward of her aunt, Miss Jennie Dunphy, 
Under the latter’s direction she was 
educated in Europe, and aunt and 
niece traveled extensively. Some weeks 
ago, Miss Piercy became of age and 
a entitled to take possession of her 
estate, 


A SIGNAL TO STOP, 


Look Out for the Railroad Track Be- 
fore the Bell Rings. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 20.—The 
Supreme Court today reversed the 
judgment of the Superior Court of 


Placer county in the case of F. L. 
Herbert, who sued the Southern Pa- 
cific Company for personal damages. 
Herbert was run into and badly in- 
jured by a train near Penryn. A ver- 
dict awarded him $15,000 damages, and 
the railroad people appealed. The 
judgment was reversed, the higher 
court holding that the plaintiff well 
knew the time trains were accustomed 
to pass the point at which he was in- 
jured, and his being in the road at 
the time was contributory negligence. 

The Supreme Court states that a 
steam railroad track of itself is a 
sign of danger, and one should inform 
himself if it is safe to cross the track 
before making the attempt. 


LOST VESSELS. 
Sloop Senorita and Schooner City of 
Sitka Probably Wrecked.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) June 20.—The 
sloop Sefiorita, which sailed from here 
in January for Juneau with seven 
men, has been given up for lost. Of 
those on board, the names of only two 
are known—Thomas Farmer of Mil- 
waukee and Frank McLain of Glen- 
dive, S. D. 

The schooner City of Sitka, which 
sailed from Sitka two months ago for 
Fort Wrangel, is also thought to have 
been wrecked. She carried only three 
men, T. H. Bate of Sitka, a mer- 
chant; Herman Thomas and Ah Poy, 
a Chinese. 


War Bond Subscriptions.. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 20.—The 
total subscription to the new 3 per 
cent. government bonds at the First 
National Bank at 3 p.m. today, 
amounted to a little over $2,100,000. 
The First National Bank is now re-- 
ceiving money from those who have 
subscribed for $600 worth or less 
amounts of the bonds, and is giving 
its receipts therefor. The small sub- 
scribers are to be considered first by 
the Treasury Department, when the 
bonds are allotted. 


Wallace C. Fenderson Dead. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 20.—Wal- 
lace C. Fenderson, a newspaper man 
well known throughout the State, 
died at the Occidental Hotel today from 
morphine poisoning. the drug sup- 
posed to have been taken to allay pain.

WASHINGTON, June 20.--[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The anti-annexation fili- 
buster in the Senate died “a-bornin’.” 
The first day's discussion of the New- 
lands resolution in the Senate, if it 
told anything. showed that the con- 
fident aggressive majority would toler- 
ate no delay in accomplishing annexa- 
tion. While the test vote had on ad- 
journment was not an absolute gauge 
of the temper of the Senate, owing to 
the number of general pairs in many 
instances between Senators of oppos- 
ing political faith, it was enough to 
show that the majority for annexation 
will be not far from thirty. 

It was a day full of brushes, of 
displays of sentiment, of the awaken- 
ing spirit of the new republicanism. It 
Was a day in which was crowded the 
conservatism represented by Morrill, 
the Nestor of the upper body, and the 
progressive spirit voiced by Teller, 
when he said the man who would op- 


~y himself against progress must 
answer to the American people. The 
déep constitutional argument was com- 
pelied to wait while Senator White 
had his joke at the expense of Frye 
end Hoar, and threat and counter- 
threat were bandied from side to side 
with earnestness and force. 

Senator Frye got into the Senate just 
in time to betoolateto hear Vice-Presi- 
dent Hobart put the Newlands resolu- 
tion before the Senate by unanimous 
consent, and he called for the ayes and 
noes, after making a sharp speech, in 
Which he indicated the course of the 
Republicans. He said he favored keep- 
img the resolution before the Senate 
to the exclusion of everything except 
War measures, and hoped there would 
be no early adjournment or waiting for 
Senators who were not prepared to 
Speak. 

This brought from Jones of Arkansas 
the retort that a quorum must be 
maintained, and that he meant what 
he said was indicated within § two 
hours, when a call of the Senate was 
fad on his motion.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—SENATE. 
The Rev. E. D. Smart, pastor of the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church of 
Memphis, Tenn., pronounced the in- 
vocation at the opening of the Senate 
session today. 

Ten minutes after the session opened 
Mr. Davis of Minnesota, chairman of 
the Committee of Foreign Relations, 
moved that the Senate proceed to the 
consideration of the Hawalian annexa- 
tion resolution. The quick disposition 
of the morning business and the large 
attendance in the Senate indicated in- 
tention on the part of Senators to press 
the Hawaiian question to the front as 
rapidly as possible. 

In answer to an inquiry from Mr. 
Hoar of Massachusetts, Mr. Davis raid 
il was the purpose of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee to occupy not only 
the morning hour, but the entire time 
of the Senate in the consideration of 
the Hawalian annexation. 

“The committee,” said he, ‘‘consid- 
ered this almost important measure, 
to which it is very desicabla to give 
prompt attention. Of course, there 
will be a disposition unnecessarily to 
impede other business, but we regard 
it necessary to press this measure to 
the exclusion of ordinary matters.” 

Mr. Hoar said he desired simply to 
obtain time at an early date to have 
considered the conference report of the 
Bankruptey Bill, and he hoped there 
would be no objection to its considera- 
tion. 

After the transaction of some minor 
business, the - Vice-President declared 
the Hawalian resolutions to be before 
the Senate. Almost immediately after- 
ward, Mr. Frye of Maine rose and 
said that, as the Senate was entering 
upon an exceedingly important mat- 
ter, he sincerely hoped that the chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee would insist that it would be 
considered without delay. He _ ex- 
pressed the hope that he could press 
the subject upon the Senate insistently, 
and not give way to any measure that 
was not absolutely necessary as a war 
measure. He thought the Senate 
ought not to adjourn at 4 or 5 in the 
afternoon. but should sit as long as 
possible in order to facilitate the con- 
sideration of the resolutions, which he 
added, ought to rr passed at an early 
date. He did nof think that the chair- 
mah of the committee ought to wait 
for Senators to get ready to speak, but 
should demand that all who desired 
to address the Senate be prepared on 
time. Mr. Frye then asked that upon 
the taking-up of the resolutions, the 
yeas and nays be called. 

Mr. @Vhite of California instantly 
rose and made the point of order that 
the resolutions were already before the 
Senate. and that the yeas and nays 
could not be had upon a dead issue. 
The point was sustained by the Vice- 
President, who announced that he bad 
already declared the resolutions to be 
before the Senate. 

Mr. Jones of Arkansas said that he 
desired to say in response to Mr. 
Frye’s statement that if harsh meas- 
ures avere made in the beginning by 
the friends of annexation, he wanted 
to warn them that it would be neces- 
sary to k@p a quorum in the Senate 
chamber at all times. 

“Well, we'll keep a quoroum here,” 
replied Mr. Frye, “as we ought to do 
at all times.” 

Mr. Morrill of Vermont then took 
the floor to address the Senate in oppo- 
sition to the resolutions. The vener- 
able Senator spoke in a conversational 
tone, but savas accorded close attention 
by the Senate. Mr. Morrill said he 
was “unable to concur with the learned 
Committee on Foreign Relations in re- 
gard to such annexation, whether by 
treaty, by joint resolution, by flagrant 
executive usurpation, @ain any man- 
ner which leaves an open door for 
their admission into the Union as a 


State.” 
PRO AND CON. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—At the 
conclusion of Mr. Morrill’s speech, Mr. 
Bacon of Georgia entered upon a dis- 
cussion of the constitutional objec- 
tions to annexation as he viewed them. 
He maintained that a measure avhich 
vrovides for the annexation of terri- 
tory is necessarily and essentially the 
subject matter of a treaty. 

At this point Mr. Jones of Arkan- 
sas made the point of no quorum, and 
the roll was called, disclosing the pres- 
ence of sixty-one Senators. 

“I made the point of no quorum,” 
explained Mr. Jones, ‘“‘not because I 
desire to delay consideration of the 
pending resolutions. I insist that if 
the rigid methods are to be resorted 
to with which we were threatened this 
morning, a quorum shall remain in the 
Senate to listen to the arguments pre- 
sented. I do not want to delay the 
proceedings, but I do insist that Sena- 
tors shall remain here, and I shall deem 
it my duty*to make the point of no 
quorum when a forum is not pres- 
en 

This statement brought Mr. Wilson 
of .Washington to his feet. “If,” said 
he, with some heat, on side 
of the chamber are to be continually 
embarrassed by points of order, I hope 
the chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee will exercise his right un- 
der the rules to move that the Senate 
proceed to the consideration of this 
matter in continuous session. If the 
gauntlet is to be thrown down by the 
opposition in the first hour of the de- 
bate, we ought to take it up." 

Messrs, White, Jones, Frye and Hoar 
then had a mutual explanation of the 
statement made at the opening of the 
debate by Mr. Frye. 

Mr. Frye disclaimed any idea of 
making a threat, and then repeated 
what he said earlier in the day. He 
made his statement, he said, because 
he did not desire the bankruptcy meas- 
ure should be allowed to interfere with 
the Hawalian discussion. 

Resuming, Mr. Bacon contended that 
the joint resolution now before the 
Senate was a direct blow at a preroga- 
tive of the Senate, im that the proper 
method of annexation of foreign terri- 
tory was by means of treaty. He urged 
the importance of maintaining the 
constitutional method in so important 
an undertaking. In this connection he 
deprecated the suggestion that the 
President could seize the Hawaiian Is}- 
ands without the concurrence of the 
Senate. The President would have no 
more right thus to seize Hawaii than he 
would have to seize Jamaica. Still, 
such a seizure would be as legal as 
would annexation by joint resolution. 

Mr. Platt of Conneeticut interrupted 
to inquire whether, if the Hawaliar 
government made a cession of territory 
to this country without treaty, 
Congress cquid accept it. Mr. Bacon in 
reply maintained that such acceptance 
would require the assent of the treaty- 
making powers. In concluding his 
speech, Mr. Bacon said that if the 
Senate passed the pending resolution. 
Congress would enter upon a revolu- 
tion which would raise the flag of the 
United States over a country whos 
people were entirely and essentially 
different from our own people: a revo- 
lution, too, in which the Senate, be- 


cause the majority has the power, 


| 


would surrender its treaty-making 
power. 

Mr. Teller said that while he had no 
desire to discuss the question at length, 
he wanted to call attention to the false 
assumption of Mr. Bacon that there 
was some constitutional barrier to-an- 
nexation by act of Congress. He was 
not afraid, he said, that the common 
sense and patriotism of the American 
people would lead the government to 
acquire undesirable territory. Continu- 
ine, he said; 

“Mr. President, yop cannot make the 
American people beNeve that the gov- 
ernment of the United States is not 
capable of exercising the powers of 
control in the Philippines or in any 
other part of the world, or that we 
cannot give to that people a govern- 
ment infinitely better than they have 
had there for 200 years. You cannot 
make the American people believe 
that freedom and liberty will be a 
means of harm to the people who are 
asked to take their share in it. 

“I don't know what the war will 
bring to us, but I do believe’ that 
wherever our flag flies by right of con- 
quest, or by the consent of the people, 
there it will remain. And the party or 
the men who propose to take it down 
will have to reckon with the American 
people.” 

Mr. White inquired of Mr. Davis if 
he intended to proceed further with 
the debate today. Mr. Davis expressed 
the wish that the discussion continue 
until 5:30 o’clock. Mr. White instantly 
moved to adjourn. Mr. Davis asked 
for the yeas and nays.

TRADE WITH HAWAII. 


Statistical Tables Showing Amer- 
ica’s Commercial Interest. 
[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NPW YORK, June 20.—The Hawalian 
Islands, their commerce, finances, pro- 
ductions and population form the sub- 
ject of a series of tables which will ap- 
pear in the next number of the “Sum- 
mary of Finance and Commerce,” is- 
sued by the Bureau of Statistics, says 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Tribune. From these it appears that 
the United States, since the reciprocity 
treaty of 1876, has had a large share 
of the commerce of these islands. 
Prior to 1876 the annual sales of the 
United States to the Hawaiian Islands 
had never, save in two exceptional 
cases, reached $1,000,000. With 1876 the 
$1,000,000 line was permanently passed, 
and .since that date American exports 
to the islands have steadily grown, 
passing the $2,000,000 line in 1879, ex- 
ceeding $3,000,000 in 1883, $4,000,000 in 
1890, passing the $5,000,000 im 1891, and 
promising to reach nearly $6,000,000 this 
year. 

Of the total imports by the Hawaiian 
Islands in 1875, a little more than one- 
thir4 was from the United States. In 
1876 the reciprocity treaty went into 
operation, and in 1877 the United States 
supplied one-half of the imports into 
the Hawaiian Islands, which then 
amounted to $2,500,000. By 1880 the im- 
ports had increased to over $3,500,000, 
of which over $2,000,000 worth came 
from the United States. In 1884 they 
were over $4,500,000, of which more than 
$3,000,000 were from the United States; 
in 1890, $6,962,000, of which $4,711,000 
came from the United States, and in 
1896, $6,063,000, of which about $4,000,000 
came from the United States. 

Of the exports from the Hawaiian 
Islands, the United States has also had 
the lion’s share since the treaty of 
1876. In 1875 only about 57 per cent. of 
the exports from the Hawalian Islands 
came tq the United States. In 1877, the 
year fAjowine the treaty, over 90 per 
cent. came to the United States, andl 
has since that continued in about the 
same proportion. Of these $200,000,000 
worth of exports from the Hawaiian 
Islands since the reciprocity treaty of 
1876, more than $180,000.900 worth have 
come to the United States, and of the 
$100,000,000 worth of imports into whe 
Hawaiian Islands during that time.

Sugar, of course, appears as the chief 
article of exportation from the islands, 
though rice has been. for years an 
item of considerable value, and of late 
coffee, pineapples and bananas have

rapid in the last few years, coffee in-

The tendency in the last twenty 
years has apparently been to a reduc- 
tion im the number of articles pro- 
duced. In 1876 the list of exported 
articles included, besides sugar and 
rice, wool, tallow, molasses, peanuts, 
hides, goat skins, sheep skins, whale 
oil, avhalebone, ivory, salt, sperm oil, 
and many other articles: but now 
sugar, rice, coffee, bananas and pine- 
apples are the chief exports, though 
the total value in 1896 was sfx times 
that of 1876, when the articles were 
much more numerous. The imports, as 
above indicated, are mostly from the 
United States, those of 1876 being di- 
Mc among the great nations as fol- 

The United States, $5,664,000: Great 
Britain, $755,000; China, $299,000; Japan, 
$276,000; Germany $248,000; Australia, 
$114,000. The largest items in the list 
of imports are groceries and pro- 
visions, $520,085; machinery, $343,105; 
fertilizers, $332,239: ‘cotton goods, $331,- 
855; clothing, $292,559; hardware and 
agricultural implements, $278,267; grain 
and feed, $273,573; lumber, $255,242: to- 
bacco, $194,836; flour, $169,000: building 
materials, $102,639, and besides these 
scores of articles ranging in value from 
$100,000 downward.

FRIENDLY NEUTRALITY. 


THAT IS WHAT RUSSIA FEELS FOR 
US JUST AT PRESENT. 


But if We Get Too Chummy With 
John Bull or Disturb the Czar’s 
Policy in the Far East We Might 


“Alienate an Old and Trusty 
Friend,’ 


[BY DIRECT WIRD TO THD TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Ju 20.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun's special says the 
Novoe Vremya of St. Petersburg has 
sent here as its special commissioner 
S. N. Syromiatnikof-Sigma, who is to 
write of the war and of the attitude of 
the United States toward other nations, 
especially toward Russia. Asked of 
Russia’s attitude toward the United 
States, Novoe Vremya’s commissioner 
replied: “The present attitude of Rus- 
sia toward the United States can be 
exactly described by the words ‘friendly 
neutrality.’ ~ Russia does not have the 
slightest wish to encourage Spain, but, 
considering the immense superiority of 
the American forces, Russia does not 
see the need of offering the United 
States her assistance, as she has done 
when England was attempting to 
bring about a disruption of the Ameri- 
can Union. 

“Yet, if such is the position of offi- 
cial Russia, the Russian people, and 
particularly the cultivated classes, do 
not lose sight of the fact that the 
American people have now assumed the 
same noble task in favor of the Cubans 
as that we accomplished twenty yéars 
ago for the benefit of the Bulgarians. 
Therefore the natural: sympathies of 
the Russians would be with the efforts 
of the Americans to liberate an op- 
pressed people. 

“Oon the other hand, it cannot be de- 
nied that a most painful impression has 
been produced on Russian public opin- 
ion by the language of a part of the 
American press in advocating an An- 
glo-American alliance against Russia 
in the Far East. Should the American 
nation follow such advice there is no 
doubt it would be deeply resented by 
the Russian nation, which is deter- 
mined not to yield one inch of her le- 
gitimate position on the shores of the 
Pacific. ' 

“Fortunately, the admirable good 
sense and clear-headedness of Amer- 
icans do not admit of the possibility 
of their adopting such a policy. In the 
Far East, England and the United 
States, as two of the greatest indus- 
trial nations, are natural competitors, 
struggling for predominance in the 
Chinese markets. The part of Russia, in 
Manchuria and Korea, as well as in 
Chiya, is that of a protector of a less 
civilized people which, by the origin 
and history, are nearer to us than to 
the western nations. 

“It is generally recognized that Rus- 
sia has occupied Port Arthur merely 
in order to counteract the pernicious 
consequences of Germanys violent 
seizure of Kiaochao. The Russian 
policy in the Far East ought to be 
particularly applauded by the Amer- 
icans, for it creates a boundless field 
for American enterprise. At present 
important orders of every kind are be- 
ing made for the Russian army and 
navy for East Siberia, in *the United 
States, and even provisions for Rus- 
sian troops are being sent from San 
Francisco. 

“Undoubtedly the development of 
Russian influence in Manchurma will 
open a considerable area to American 
trade and industry. The only neces- 
sary condition of fully prefiting by 
these most favorable prospects, is a 
cessation of playing at a policy which 
might alienate an old and trusty friend, 
without being able to transform a 
natural and traditional opponent into 
a disinterested ally.”

During all that time there 
was the wildest excitement. 

The men met on the mat again: for 
exhibition at 10:10 o’clock, and within 
four minutes Yousouf secured the same 
hold that brought forth the first de- 
cision. Duplessis tapped him on the 
back, but he quit reluctantly. The 
fall was awarded to Lewis on a foul. 

At the end of the fifteen minutes in- 
terval provided for in the articles, the 
match was resumed.

FOLLOWED HER SISTER. 


Death of Miss Cora Wise of the City 
Clerk’s Office. 


Miss Cora Wise, who, since City Clerk 
Hance has been in office, had been 
holding ‘the position of copyist in that 
office, died at 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning at her home, No. 620 South 
Spring street, after an illness of pneu- 
monia and scarlet fever.

The deceased was known to all the 
officials in the City Hall, and to hun- 
dreds of others whose business took 
them there frequently. If she had an 
enemy no one knew it, for she was of 
a disposition that made it impossible 
for those who knew her to regard her 
with anything but great respect. Her 
willingness to assist her associates in 
their work made her a universa] fa- 
vorite in the clerk’s office.

A COSTLY NIGHT OUT. 


SAN DIEGO COUNTY RANCHER 
ROBBED OF 8360. 

_ Says That Albert A. Dow, & 
Chance Acquaintance, Relieved 
Him of His Money While They 
Were Doing the City Together. 
Dow Arrested. 


Albert A. Dow, a vender of soaps, 
ties and various sundries, was arrestej 
yesterday by a detective in a club- 
room, charged with having picked the 
pocket of a San Diego county rancher 
named Dorst last Saturday, securing 
$360. The prisoner denies the accusa- 
tion, while Dorst says he is confident 
that Dow is the fellow who was with 
him all of Friday night and Saturday 
morning, and who gave him whisky to 
drink that temporarily paralyzed his 
senses. 

Dorst arrived in the city Friday 
evening, and attended the performance 
at the Los Angeles Theater that night. 
He was on his way to Dayton, O., and 
had a through ticket to Chicago, for 
which city he was to leave the follow- 
ing Morning at 10 o’clock. Besides the 
ticket the ‘traveler had $400 in cash. 
His stop in the city seems to have been 
primarily to have a good time. [n his 
rounds of the drinking places he mat 
Dow, and the two started “to do” the 
town. The detectives say Dow is a 
gambler on a very small scale, and 
that, he tries to turn a penny or two 
in that way, aside from his peddling. 
Quite naturally, therefore, he took 
Dorst to a clubroom, and there the vic- 
tim was let off easy, as he refused to 
lose More than $2.40. But in payinz 
for his chips Dorst displayed his purse. 
which even then contained three £100 
bills and about $60 in gold and silver. 
Dorst says that Dow, seeing this 
money, promptly asked to be staked, 
but he refused him. 

The two then went to Lew Simpson's 
clubroom on Los Angeles street near 
First, where Dorst parted with some 
more money, but merely a trifling 
amount, he says. Next, Dow took him 
toan octoroon sporting house, but they 
could not get admission because they 
were too drunk. They met with better 
success at another resort, where they 
stayed awhile. Dorst claims he spent 
but a few dollars in this place. 

About 3 o’clock Dorst was discovered 
by a policeman at Second and San Pe- 
dro streets, lying helpless on the pave- 
ment, but yelling for assistance as with 
the lungs of a dozen men. He claimed 
that while standing there with Dow, 
discussing where they would go next, 
Dow hailed a passing boy and sent him 
for a bottle of whisky. The bottle was 
first handed to Dow by the boy, who 
put it to his lips as if drinking from 
it. He then passed it to Dorst, who 
now says he has a distinct recollection 
that it was still as full as when 
brought, but he drank liberally of it, 
not suspecting any ulterior motives. A 
moment after drinking the stuff, Dorst 
says he fell to the ground, and that 
Dow ‘then extracted his wallet from 
his pocket, and ran off with it. He be- 
lieves the whisky contained knock-out 
drops. 

Dorst has so far not recovered one 
cent of the money he alleges was 
stolen from him. Nothing w found 
on Dow to connect him with the case, 
and all that the detectives can do is to 
prove that he was the only person 
known to have been in Dorst’s com- 
pany on that eventful night. The vic- 
tim is said to own considerable land 
about eleven miles from San Diego, 
but he has not been able to raise 
enough funds as yet to continue on his 
journey. 


LAW BEING I IGNORED. ~~ 


Attention Drawn to vm to the Parchase of 
Supplies Outside the “tate. 


A letter was received yesterday by 
Secretary Zeehandelaar of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, from the Manufacturers’ and 
Producers’ Association of California, in 
which regret is expressed that any of 
the State officials in the advertising 
and purchasing of supplies, have seen 
fit to ignore the law passed at the 
last Legislature, which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Any person, committee, board, offi- 
cer, or any other person charged with 
the purchase, or permitted, or author- 
ized to purchase supplies, goods, wares, 
merchandise, manufactures, or produce 
for the use of the State or of any of 
its institutions, or offices, or for the use 
of any county or city or town, shall 
always, price, fitness and quality be- 
ing equal, prefer such supplies, goods, 
mares, merchandise, manufactures and 
produce as has been grown, manufac- 
tured, or produced in this State, and 
shall next prefer such as have been 
partially so manufactured, grown, or 
produced in this State. 

“All State, county,. city and county, 
city or town officers, all boards, com- 
missions, or other persons, charged 
with advertising for any such sup- 
plies, shall state in their advertise- 
ment that such preference will be 
made. In any such advertisement no 
bid shall be asked for any article or 
mark, nor any patent apparatus or 
appliances, when such requirement 
would prevent proper competition on 
the part of dealers in other articles 
of equal value, utility or merit.” 

The suggestion is made in the com- 
munication that it would be well that 
the cfficiency of the present law be 
tested, in case any weak points should 
be developed, that they might be 
amended at the next Legislature, 
which meets in January. 

This law was recently published and 
circulated by the Manufacturers’ and 
Producers’ Association, wit a letter, 
and sent to all parties inti@sted with 
the purchase of supplies. 

A letter was also received yesterday 
by the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association from the Cyclone Street- 
Sweeper Company of Omaha, inclos- 
ing cuts of their machine, with a view 
to recommending it for adoption by the 
City Council.

Matter to Be Considered Today in 
Special Sensi Lighting Company 
Protests Against “Confiscation.”

As was expected, the Los Angeles 
City Water Company has declined the 
offer made by the city to purchase its 
properties for $1,300,000. In a communi- 
cation presented to the City Council 


, yesterday the company states its rea- 


sons for refusing, and also advances 
arguments against the prospective set- 
tlement of the controversy by arbitra- 
tion. The Council held an executive 
session at noon yesterday to consider 
the matter, and avill meet again at 10 
o'clock this morning to take action 
looking to arbitration. 

Ghe Los Angeles Electric Company 
has filed a petition to the City Council 
for amendment of the specifications 
under which bids for Ijghting the city, 
erecting a distributing system and fur- 
nishing current have been advertised 
for. The company alleges that the 
present specifications shut it out en- 
tirely from offering its present plant 
to the city under the conditions im- 
pposed in the advertisements. Judge 
Cheney appeared before the City Coun- 
cil yesterday on behalf of the com- 
pany, and appealed for what he con- 
sidered fair play. 

Complaint has been made to the 
Chief of Police of the manner in which 
the White Wings saloon on Spring 
street near Fourth is conducted. The 
matter will be presented before the 
Board of Police Commissioners today. 

City Auditor Nichols has reported to 
the City Council that the charges made 
by the city justices in civil cases are 
not uniform. He also informs the 
Council of the failure of these officials 
to turn into the city treasury the 
amounts of their collections at the time 
they are made. The matter has been 
referred to the Finance Committee to 
find a remedy and a better.system. 

Nine protests against as many pro- 
posed pieces of sewer work were be- 
fore the City Council as special orders 
‘of business yesterday afternoon. - All 
of them were referred back to the 
Sewer Committee, and will again be 
—_ at the next meeting of the Coun- 
cil. 
The hackmen of the city have peti- 
tioned the Council to repeal section 2 
of the so-called hitching ordinance, 
which forbids their standing their 
teams on the streets within certain 
districts. The petition is two yards 
long, and bears several hundred signa- 
tures. The matter will be considered 
b ; se Board of Public Works next 

ay. 

The proposition to reclaim the water 
which flows underground in the bed of 
the river, and use it to irrigate lands 
south of the city is meeting with 
strong opposition from a number of 
irrigators who depend upon a portion 
of the zanja system for their water. 
They assert that if the plan is tried 
it will deprive them of much-needed 
water. 

The motion made yesterday before 
Judge Van Dyke to have dissolved an 
injunction restraining certain de- 
fendants now under arrest from trans- 
ferring or assigning moneys found upon 
their person, #"as of some little in- 
terest. In the first place the defendants, 
Campbell and Spencer, had over $500, 
which was quite a nice sum for at- 
torneys to draw against while prepar- 
ing for the defense, and in the second 
place, Attorney Shinn misjoined parties 
in his motion, and pretended to repre- 
sent Sheriff Burr and Chief of Police 
Glass, when, as a matter of act, he 
did nothing’ of the kind. This drew 
from Judge Van Dyke a prompt re- 
buke, which is all that pettifogging at- 
torneys ever get in the Superior Court. 

The bill-board ordifliance has been 
pronounced invalid and void, and now 
bill boards without limit, either as to 
height or anything else, may be ex- 
pected to appear pending the passage 
by the City Council of a new ordinance. 

A most extraordinary application for 
divorce was made yesterday by a Mrs. 
Crocker, the basis of her complaint he- 
ing that her husband was filthy, and 
did not take a bath once a year. The 
decree was granted for-desertion, as 
in law the husband being the cause of 
the wife leaving home, he was guilty 
of deserting her.

DECLINED THE OFFER. 


WATER COMPANY WILL NOT AC- 
CEPT THE CITY’S PRICE, 


Legal Obstacles Presented—Subject 
Considered in Executive Ses- 
sion—Busy Meeting of the City 
Council. 


As soon as the reading of the minutes 
had been concluded at the morning 
session of the Council yesterday, Presi- 
dent Silver announced that Judge 
Cheney was present and desired to ad- 
dress the Council. Before the session 
opened, Judge Cheney had filed a peti- 
tion, and it was upon that that he 
spoke for about fifteen minutes. He 
|, began by saying that he appeared in 
behalf ‘of a measure of justice to the 
Los Angeles Electric Company, and 
came to request the Council to so 
modify the specifications under which 
the new lighting bids are to be re-

was willing to dispose of its present 
plant to the city. He said it had long 
been the custom, where a municipality 
intended making the change that this 
city contemplated in its oe sys- 
tem, to include among other th Be 
request to the company which had n 
performing the service for the price at 
which its plant could be purchased. So 
fair had this proposition of securing 
that price seemed to law makers in 
other States, that there is now in many 
States a Legislative enactment requir- 
ing such action. Years ago, when the 
lighting of a city by electricity was 
much of an experiment and when others 
refused to take chances on such an out- 
lay @s was necessary to install a plant, 
the Los Angeles Electric Company had 
erected its plant and had lighted the 
city with it. Through all these years 
it had kept pace with the growth of the 
town, and now that the city had be- 
come a metropolis it had a plant that 
was in every way modern and suited 
to the requirements of the city. For 
a number of years the return on its 
investment was such, owing to the 
necessity for additional outlays to make 
improvements, as to prevent and make 
impossible any fair return on the in- 
vestment, to say nothing of the estab- 
lishment of a sinking fund. Now, just 
at the time when there is prospect of 
some return for all these years of la- 
bor, after other companies had come in 
and were anxious to put their fingers 
in the pie, the city proposed to in- 
augurate a system of its own without 
giving the old company a chance to 
Gd‘ spose of its plant, or without offering 
to purchase the plant and had pro- 
ceeded to advertise under  specifica- 
tions which effectually shut out the 
present system from being considered 
in the new proposition. “If there had 
been a deliberate intention to keep out 
the company from participation in this 
bidding in which its present plant could 
be considered,” said Mr. Cheney, ‘“‘it 
could not have been more successfully 
done than by the preparation and adop- 
tion of those specifications under which 
you are now asking for bids.”” He then 
cited a number of points in the specifi- 
cations, showing that the old system 
was not what was included in the pro- 
posed new one. He asgerted that the 
company’s plant was in every way 
modern. He closed by saying that he 
did not appear to stir up any strife or 
to charge that there had been any de- 
sign to injure the old company, but he 
did appeal in the name of justice and 
fairness for an opportunity to name to 
the city the price at which the com- 
pany could dispose of its plant to the 
city and for a consideration of that 
price. 

Mr. Grider asked a number of ques- 
tions as to whether Judge Cheney 
thought the present plant was what the 
city wamted, and the replies were that 
the plant was as modern as what was 
intended to be covered by the specifica- 


tions. 
Mr. Toll did not agree with this. “It 
cannot said he, “that. Judge 


Cheney insists that the specifications 
do not coincide with the existing plant 
sufficiently for the company to offer 
that plant. He cannot believe that the 
present plant is what the city wants 
just as it is, when we are preparing to 
establish a system that will answer the 
purpose of the city for years to come. 
The specifications are for a complete, 
up-to-date system, and if the plant is 
not that it might be made to come up 
to the specifications. If the present 
contracting company wants to bid on 
its own plant to the city, I can see 
no objections to its making the price. 
If the plant is what we want and the 
price is satisfactory it would be con- 
sidered, but if it is not what we want, 
I cannot see why we should take it. 
The company has the same and a 
opportunity than any other bid- 
er.”’ 


Judge Cheney, however, contended 
that the plan of the city, if followed, 
would mean practically a confiscation 
of the property of the old company, in 
that it made it impossible for the com- 
pany to realize upon its investment, 
and left it useless upon its hands. 

At the conclusion of the discussion 
the petition which Judge Cheney filed 
and which explains in detail the posi- 
tion of the company with reference to 
the matter, was referred to the Gas and 
Light Committee. 

JUSTICES’ SYSTEM CRITICISED. 

City Auditor T. E. Nichols submitted 
a voluminous report of the result of his 
examination of the records and ac- 
counts of the two City Justices. The 
first part of the report deals with a 
few mincr errors, and a statement that 
all of the funds collected have been 
turned ‘into the city treasury by the 
flerks of the courts. The Auditor, 
however, found a condition of affairs 
which he thought was of such impor- 
tan: > as to require action by the Ctly 
Council. The matter is explained in 
tre following, which is a portion of the 
report: 

“I desire to call your attention to 
certain conditions existing in these 
courts which perhaps might be regu- 
lated. First, as to the custom of Jus- 
tice: D. C. Morrison of demanding a de- 
posit of $2 and Justice M. T. Owens of 
demavding a deposit of $5 upon the 
filing of a ‘case in court. This difter- 
ence has caused practically all the civil 
cases to go to Justice Morrison's court, 
and it is a question that if Justice Mor- 
risen should also demand a $5 deposit 
that a great number of cases would 
then go to Justice Young, and the city 
thereby be the loser. 

“Another condition is also herein pre- 
sented, that of the retention of both 
Justices of the $2 deposit for a consid- 
erable length of time, it being the opin- 
ion of the City Attorney that this 
amount would belong to the city 
whether the case comes to trial or not, 
and should be deposited at the end of 
each month.” 

Continuing, the Auditor quotes the 
law regulating the fees that may be 
charged by justices of the peace, and 
points out results which might arise 
from the present condition of affairs. 
He does not suggest a remedy, leav- 
ing that to the Council. The report 
was referred to the Finance Commit- 
tee, which will examine into the matter 
closely, and will probably report favor- 
ing the establishment of a uniform 
practice in both courts. 

The City Clerk reported a number 
of ordinances for the “construction of 
sevrers, ordinances of intention for 
which had been adopted some time 
ago. There were no protests, and the 
final ordimances . ordering the work 
were adopted without division. Among 
the ordinances presented-as a part of 
the Clerk’s report was one for’ the 
appointment of commissioners for the 
opening and widening of Twenty-sev- 
enth street, from Western avenue to 
the east line of the Boulevard tract. 
The ordinance was adopted, and later 
in the session, J. L. Starr, C. 
Peteler and Frank McCoy were named 
by the Councilmen as commissioners. 

WATER COMPANY’S REFUSAL. 

City Attorney Dunn appeared before 
the Council and stated that he had 
received from the Los Angeles City 
Water Company a reply to the offer 
made by the city to purchase its 
plant, the offer haying been trans- 
mitted to the company by the City 
Clerk under directions from the City 
Council. The communication was read 
by the clerk. It is as follows: 

“We are in receipt of the notice from 
the City Clerk of the adoption of the 
report made by the Water Supply Com- 
mittee to the City Council on June 
17, 1898. We have also what purports 
to be a copy of that report. 

“At a meeting previous to this ac 
tion, the water aompanies having sub- 
mitted to the uncil a schedule of 
their property, as requested, made an 
offer to sell the whole of the properties 
to the city of Los Angeles for $3,000,- 
000, or to sell the property of the Los 
Angeles City Water Company, as 
shown by that report, including t 
property belonging to the East Side 
Spring Water Company, for $2,000,000. 
We-understand this report to be a 


proposition to purchase the property 
of all the compenies, both that in- 
cluded within the contract, and the 
property of the Crystal Springs Com- 
pany as well, for $1,300,000, and we now 
respectfully decline to accept any such 
sum; and-as it is so far short of the 
value of the property for which the 
offer was made, as to amount to less 
than 50 per cent. of its value, it does 
not seem at all probable that we shall 
ever agree upon the price of the prop- 
erty to be paid for by the city under 
the contract. We think that, excluding 
the Crystal Springs Land and Water 
Company’s property, we need nothing 
but a yardstick, the market reports 
and the multiplication table to prove to 
the satisfaction of any disinterested 
person that the property of the Los 
Angeles City Water Company alone is 
worth several hundred thousand dollars 
more than the offer you make for the 
whole property, and that, too, esti- 
mated on the same basis adopted by 
the City Engineer, and approved by 
your honorable body; which basis, 
however, we do not by any means ad- 
mit to be correct.’ 

“So confident are we of the correct- 
ness of our position in this matter 
that we prefer to submit the valua- 
tion of the property which, under the 
contract of 1868, the city is to pur- 
chase to the determination of compe- 
tent and disinterested persons. We take 
this opportunity again to refer to the 
difficulties that may arise in this mat- 
ter of arbitration, and which difficul- 
ties and the problems which  con- 
front us, lead us to think that some 
action should be taken in a short time 
looking to the final settlement of this 
question. 

“First—We have already called atten- 
tion to the constitutional provision 
adopted since this contract was made, 
and which limits the power of a city 
to incur indebtedness to current reve- 
nues of the year in any manner except 
that provided in the Constitution, viz., 
by submitting the proposition to the 
electors, and providing for the payment 
of the indebtedness, Your proposition 
now shows convincingly that the city 
cannot pay for this property out of the 
current revenues of the year. The 
issuance of bonds will therefore become 
necessary, and that can only be done 
by a vote of the people of the city. 
Any contract by which the city would 
incur that without the consent of the 
electors would be void. So, too, while 
& contract to submit to arbitration, in 
pursuance of a contract made long 
prior to the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion, might not be void, yet, neverthe- 
less, nO means would exist for its spe- 
cific enforcement, and when the award 
of the arbitrators came in the city 
would still be unable to bind itself to 
pay the amount in any other way than 
by such an election, and if the people 
did not see fit to vote the amount, we 
know of no way by which that con- 
tract could be enforced. It is, therefore 
important that the funds should be 
provided for making payment before 
we go to the expense of an arbitration 
which might prove useless. ‘ 

“Second—We have called attention to 
the statute of 1897, repealing certain 
laws, and which we think by mistake 
repealed the only law authorizing mu- 
nicipal corporations to issue bonds un- 
der the provisions of the Constitution. 
We know that there are lawyers of 
good reputation who hold that. the 
power does not exist. While we are by 
no means confident that that opinion 
is correct, yet, nevertheless, there is 
sufficient doubt about it to make it im- 
probable that a lawyer could easily be 
found who would have sufficient cunfi- 
dence in his opinion to advise a client 
to invest a large sum of money in 
bonds thus issued. A decision of the 
courts, therefore, upon this question 
would be desirable, and we think that 
if steps be taken promptly locking to 
the calling of such an ele*iion, it woul2 
be possible to obtain a very speedy de- 
cision of that question upon an agreed 
case. 

“Third—While we have been called 
upon by the Council to present our con- 
structicn of the contract of 1868 as to 
the pruperty which the city is to pur- 
chase at the end of the contrac:*, and 
while we have given that interpreta- 
tion, * have not been favored with 
any consiruction of that question by 
the city. It is not impossible that we 
night ciffer as to the property which 
this board of arbitrators are to fix the 
value of. We do not understand that 
the contract provides for the submis- 
sion to the arbitrators of any questiun 
wave that of the value of the property. 
Unless, we agree upon what 
the property is that is to be valued, 
litigation might be required to deter- 
mine that question. 

“These reasons mainly, though to 
them others might be added, have led 
us to believe and to suggest to the 
Council that we should begin now to 
make preparations, and especially with 
reference to these preliminary matters, 
which must take place before the mat- 
a can be gotten before the arbitra- 

ors. 
SPECIAL SESSION TODAY. 


As soon as the reply of the water 
company had been read, City Attorney 
Dunn suggested that when the Coun- 
cil adjourned it be to meet in special 
session this morning at 10 o’clock. A 
motion to that effect was made by 
Mr. Nickell and was adopted. Mr. 
Dunn also asked @ members of the 
Council to meet him in executive ses- 
sion in the committee rooms at 11:30 
o'clock, and this was also agreed to. 

TO LOCATB BOUNDARIES. 

A communication from the Board of 
Park Commissioners stated that that 
board was unable to define the east 
and south boundaries of Griffith Park, 
and requested the Council to instruct 
the City Engineer to find and mark 
the line with suitable marks. Mr. Toll 
stated that such work was already in 
the hands of one of the committees 
and that preparations were being made 
for a line of substantial granite monu- 
ments to be placed a4 intervals along 
the park boundary. At his suggestion 
the Park Commissioners’ communica- 
tion was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

The Sewer Committee reported 
recommending that the petition of Mrs. 
S. H. Van Nuys for a sewer on a 
portion of Sixth street and Loma 
drive be granted and that the City 
Engineer present ordinance of inten- 
tion for the work. 

The report of the Board of Archi- 
tects, heretofore published in full, in 
which they cal] attention to the dan- 
gerous condition of several of the City 
Hall chimneys, was read and referred 
to the Committee on Public Buildings 
for immediate action. 

At the request of Mr. Blanchard, the 
petition for the opening of an alley 
in block 14 of Ord’s survey, was re- 
ferred direct to the City Engineer 
with instructions to prepare the neces- 


psary ordinance of intention. 


Permission was granted the board of 
trustees of St. John’s Church to make 
a sewer at that church, as prayed for 
in a petition filed some time ago. 

A proposition from M. P. Thye to 
erect a city lighting system was re- 
ferred to the Gas and Light Commit- 
tee. 

The recommendations of the Finance 
Committee with reference to rifies for 
the police, and also in regard to the 
hiring of special men to fill vacancies 
during vacations, were adopted without 
debate or division. . 

Park Commissioner Jones was grant- 
ed a leave of absence for thirty days, 
commencing whenever he desires to 


‘Tleave the city. He will go east on 


business in a few days. 

The proposition to establish a city 
printing plant in the basement of the 
City Hall, which was filed in the clerk's 
office several days-ago, was referred 
to the Finance Committee. 

A petition from the residents of New 
High and Buena Vista streets, com- 
piaining of the prospective use of the 
house at No. 523 New High street, was 
referred to the Board of blic Works. 

A petition for the improvement of | 


af 


Avenue 37 was, on motion of Mr. 
Nickell, referred to the City Engineer 
for an ordinance of intention. A peti- 
tion from property-owners in the vicin- 
ity of Figueroa and Pico streets, asking 
that the wagon scales in Figueroa 
street near that intersection be re- 
moved, was filed. The permit by which 
the scales were placed there was re- 
voked, and the Street Superintendent 
was instructed to notify the owners to 
remove them. 

A motion by Mr. Grider that the Los 
Angeles City Water Company be in- 
structed to lay a four-inch main on @ 
portion of Twenty-seventh street, was 
adopted. On motion of the same mem- 
ber that company was directed to re- 
pair the fire hydrant at Sixteenth 
street and Central avenue. 


EXECUTIVE SESSION. 


Counciimen Consider the 
Question in Secret. 


After the adjournment of the Coun- 
cil for the noon recess, the members 
repaired to the committee-room, and 
held an executive session. This meet- 
ing was at the request of the City At- 
torney, who desired to discuss with the 
Councilmen the reply which had been 
made to the city’s offer by the water 
company. The meeting jasted until 
afternoon, and all that was done was 
not made public for the reason that it 
is not desired to give the water com- 
pany all of the information of the fu- 
ture movements of the city in the con- 
troversy. The City Attorney tnformed 
the Councilmen that there was no legal 
means for calling a bond election until 
it was known just what price wou'd 
have to be paid for the water plant by 
the city. The only course now to take 
was to secure an agreement if possi- 
ble upon the price, and after that to 
make arrangements for the payment of 
that price. o this end arbitration was 
decided upon, that being one of the 
terms of the contract now in force be- 
tween the city and the water company. 
The kinda of a report which will be made 
this morning by the Water Supply 
Committee was discussed and the meet- 
i adjourned. 

,*-- at the special session of the 
Council, the Water Supply Committee 
is expected to file a report in which 
arbitration will be insisted upon. The 
company will be notified that the city 
is ready to proceed under the terms of 
the contract to fix by arbitration the 
price of the plant, and that its arbi- 
trator will be named soon. It then re- 
mains with the water company, if it 
agrees to this plan, to name its repre- 
sentative on the board of arbitration, 
and the two will then name athird. If 
this plan is followed, and the matter 
is submitted to arbitration, the price 
which the city will have to pay will 
soon be known, after that arrange- 
ments will be made for raising the 
money with which to pay for the plant.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Irrigators Object to the Diversion 
of any River Water. 


At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion of the City Council the lobby was 
crowded with property-owners, who 
had appeared to emphasize a number 
of protests which had been filed against 
the proposed sewering of certain 
streets. The hearing of these pro- 
tests had been made special orders of 
business for the first part of the aft- 
ernoon session. There were nine of 
them and the first called was that of 
Cc. B. Harris et al. and W. J. Fisher 
et al. against the sewering of portions 
of Kohler, Eighth and Merchant 
streets and Ceres avenue. Fire Com- 
missioner Frank Sabichi appeared as 
the representative of a number of the 
protestants. and made a_ vigorous 
speech against the improvement at this 
time. He said that the region in 
which the sewers were to be laid was 
but thinly settled and he gave the 
number of houses on each of the blocks 
in question. He asked the Council- 
men to take into consideration the 
condition of the times, claiming that 
the dry season, the fact that the na- 
tion is now at war and other things 
combined to make it impossible for the 
people to conveniently stand the bur- 
den of the expense which the building 
of the sewers would cause. There were 
people among the protestants, he said, 
whose sons and other male relatives 
had been called to the defense of the 
nation, and it was not right that those 
who had been left at@home should be 
taxed for an improvement which was 
not now necessary. Messrs. McGinley 
and Hammel also spoke against the 
proposed work. Mr. Ashman, whose 
ward will have to stand moat of the 
expense, was asked his opinion of the 
matter. He sided with the protestants, 
saying that if the work was not neces- 
sary it should not be forced upon the 
people, but if it was really a sanitary 
measure he would vote for it. At his 
suggestion the hearing of the matter 
was postponed for one week, and in 
the mean time the question was re- 
ferred to the Health Officer and Sewer 
Committee for investigation, sim- 
ilar action was taken with refer- 
ence to the following matters, all of 
which were special orders of busi- 
ness: 

Protest of John Kiefer et al. against 
the sewering of San Fernando street 
from Alpine to Ord and from Bellevue 
to Ord; protest of M. I. Culver et al. 
and C. Edgar Smith et al. against the 
sewering of portions of Seventh street, 
Gladys avenue, Ceres avenue, and Koh- 
ler street: protest of H. S. Rollins et 
al, against the sewering of a portion 
of Wilde street; protest of J. A. Botil- 
ler et al. and F. Botiller et al. against 
the sewering of portions of Eighth and 
Santee streets; protest of J. A. Bo- 
tiller et al. against the sewering of a 
portion of Santee street; protest of 
B. H. McGinley et al, and W. J. 
Fisher et al. against the sewering of 
portions of Stanford avenue, Eighth 
street, and Gladys avenue; protest of 
Ellen J. Erwin et al. against the sewer- 
ing of Towne avenue from Twelfth 
street to a point 405 feet north of 
Fieventh street; protests of Cc. M. 
Gaytino et al. and J. W. Gillette et al. 
against the sewering of portions of 
Summit and Pleasant avenues. 


WANT IT REPEALED. 


Attorney Byron Oliver, representing 
the hackmen of the city, presented a 
mammoth petition, more than two 
yards long, headed by Albert Cohn and 
signed by several hundred property- 
owners. The petition is as follows: 

“Whereas, section 2 of ordinance No. 
4654, ef the city of Los Angeles, un- 
justly -discriminates against vehicles 
for hire, preventing hackmen and ex- 
pressmen from earning an honest living 
and inconveniencing and rong the 


business of the mer nts ° 
Los Angeles and the public at 
large, now therefore, we, the 


undersigned merchants of Los Angeles, 
do respectfully petition your honorable 
body to repeal the said section and al- 
low vehicles for hire to have the same 
privileges and rights accorded to other 
vehicles, provided they have the writ- 
ten permission of the lessee in front of 
whose place they stand, said premit to 
be signed by the Mayor and Police 
Commissioners.” 

Speaking on this petition, Mr. Oliver 
said that a test case had been made 
of the ordinance in the courts and that 
a jury had declared’ one defendant not 
guilty, after a vigorous prosecu- 
tion. He declared that, in spite of 
this, the hackmen were obeying the 
ordinance, preferring that the City 
Council should répeal the objectionable 
section rather than to take advantage 
of this result of the test case. He 
pointed to the number of signatures 
and appealed to the Council for such a 
modification of the ordinance as would 
enable the hackmen to transact their 
business. The matter was referred to 
the Board of Public Works. 


‘VIGOROUSLY PROTESTED. 


The report of the Water Supply Com- 


mittee with reference to the proposi- 
tion made by J. C. Merrill to take the 
subterranean water from the river and 
divert it to other uses caused a smail- 
sized storm in the Council. The re- 
port is as follows: 

“In the matter of petition No. 524, 
from J. C. Merrill et al., asking per- 
mission to prosecute the development 
of surplus water in the bed of the Los 
Angeles River for use upon the terrt- 
tory contiguous to the southern Iimits 
of the city,your Water Supply Commit- 
tee beg leave to report that in thetab- 
stract the desirability of utilizing all of 
the waste or surplus water of the Los 
Angeies River, especially in a season 
when water is so scarce as at present, 
is a most desirable object to be at- 
tained, and if the accomplishment of 
this object can be gained without 
jeopardizing the rights of the city in 
and to such water and the use of same, 
your committee is impelled to recom- 
mend that the petitioners be encour- 
aged in prosecuting this work. It wi!! 
be necessary, however, for the peti- 
tioners to fully protect the flow of the 
river as now utilized for irrigation 
throughout the city under our present 
system, and since it is necessary to 
carry their work above the point of 
the , present dam across the Los 
Angeles River to a_ point north 
of the Macy-street bridge, your com- 
mittee recommend that the proposition 
be entertained only upon the considera- 
tion that the petitioners flume the pres- 
ent flow of water in the river to suc®% 
a point above the head vf their develop- 
ment works as may be deemed requl- 
site by the City Engineer and the 
Water Overseer in order to avoid in- 
terference with the present surface 
flow of the river, and that such further 
restrictions be made as may he deemed 
necessary by the City Attorney in or- 
der to fully protect the interests of the 
city in and to the water of the Los 


Angeles River.” 


A protest against the granting of the 
petition had been filed a few minutes 
before the report of the committee was 
read, and.several interested property- 
owners spoke in support of that protest. 
mons them was ex-Mayor W. 
H. forkman, who decalred that 
the city -should go slow in such 
proposition, as they would al- 
most invariably result in a tan- 
gle like that with the water com- 
pany. He said that in 1879, while he 
was in the City Council, a dam had 
been built near where it was now pro- 
posed to take the water out of the 
river, and that all of the water that 
could be secured there had been util- 
ized. He addressed the Council with 
great vehemence, declaring that if the 
petition were granted property-owners 
who depended upon the water In zanja 
No. 7 would bé@ deprived of a large part 


of the flow, and would be greatly in- 
jured thereby. 
Councilmen Nickell and Toll ex- 


plained that none of the city’s rights 
would be interfered with: that if it was 
found by careful survey that the water 
supply now being used by any person 
was at all diminished, the plan would 
be abandoned, and that in adopting the 
report of the committee the effect 
would not be to grant the petition 
finally, but would be simply a request 
that the contract for the work be sub- 
mitted. When that contract was pre- 
sented it could be carefully looked over, 
and if not satisfactory could be re- 
jected. Mr. Toll explained how it 
would be possible, and even probable, 
that the supply of zanja water could 
be increased by the plan, and stated 
that if there was any water now going 
to waste bdyond the immediate reach 
of anybody, it would be right to re- 
claim it. The “report was finally 
adopted, Mr. Blanchard voting “No.” 

The Sunset Telephone and Telegraph 
Company was notified to place a tele- 
phone of modern pattern in the City 
Clerk’s office, as is called for by its 
contract with the city. 

A motion was adopted notifying the 
Southern Pacific Railway Company to 
place an automatic alarm bell at the 
Macy-street intersection with § its 
tracks. 

Mr. Baker moved that the Street Su- 
perintendent be instructed to lower the 
sewer man-hole and cap at North Hill 
and Rock streets to the grade of the 
street, which motion was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Baker the Pasadena 
and Pacific and the Los Angeles Elec- 
tric Railway companies were notified to 
move their poles out of the street at 
North Hill street and Bellevue avenue. 

The following ordinances were pre- 
sented by the City Attorney and 
adopted under a suspension of the 
rules: For the widening of Marches- 
sault street from Main street to the in- 
tersection of Bellevue avenue and 
Buena Vista street; granting to the 
Loma Oil Company permission to erect 
cables across College street between 
Pearl street and Ramona avenue, and 
across Ramona avenue between College 
street and New Depot street; for the 
opening and widening of Mission 
boulevard between Marchessault street 
and the east boundary line of the city 
of Los Aneeles. 

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

Accompanying the ‘report of the 
City Engineer were the following or- 
dinances for street work, which were 
adopted under a suspension of the 
rules: Final ordinance establishing 
the grade of Gladys avenue from 
Eighth street to Seventh street; final 
ordinance changing and establishing 
the grade of Wilshire boulevard from 
Hoover street to Commonweallth ave- 
nue; ordinance of intention for the 
construction of a cement walk four 
feet wide on Ottawa street from Fig- 
ueroa street to Georgia street: ordi- 
nance of intention for the construction 
of a cement walk eight feet wide on 
the west side of Flower street from 
Twelfth street to Pico street. 

The City Engineer’s estimate of the 
cost of piping the zanja on South 
Main street, between Thirty-seventh 
and Slauson avenue, presented at the 
last meeting of the Council and re- 
ferred to the Zanja Committee. was 
approved, on recommendation of that 
committee, and the City Clerk was 
instructed to advertise for bids for the 
work. The cost will amount to more 
than $6000. 

Bids for the following street work 
were received and referred to the 
proper committees: To improve Santa 
Fé avenue, between Willow and Sev- 
enth streets; to sidewalk Twenty-sec- 
ond street, between Thornton and Ver- 
mont avenues: to improve Fourth 
street, between Alameda and Short 
street; to sewer Fourth street from 
Alameda street to a point 130 feet 
east of Colyton street. 


Two Street Inspections. 


Street Superintendent Drain will 
finally inspect the work done on Grand 
View street, between Eighth and 
Ninth, tomorrow morning at 8 o'clock. 
At 10 o’clock he will officially inspect 
the improvement of First street, be- 
tween Olive street and Grand avenue. 
The purpose of these inspections is 
to give property-owners who desire to 
protest against the acceptance of the 
work, an opportunity to do so. Such 
protests may be made in person on 
the street during the inspection. 


To Revoke a Saloon License. 


Complaint has been made to Chief 
of Police Glass about the manner in 
which the “White Wings” saloon, on 
Spring street, near Fourth, is being 
conducted, and the matter will prob- 
ably be presented at today’s session 
of the Board of Police Commissioners. 
The owners of the property in the vi- 
cinity of the saloon have engaged 
counse!t to prosecute charges against 
the place. and will endeavor to have 
the license revoked. They allege that 
the saloon is a resort for all kinds of 
questionable characters and is a men- 
ace to the neighborhood. The place 
was once the scene of a shooting af- 
fray which almost resulted in a 
tragedy, and was closed for a time, 
but later a new license was granted, 
and the place reopened.

AN APPLICATION TO HAVE AN INeq - 
JUNCTION DISSOLVED, 


Attorney W. H. Shinn Words His Me- 
tion tn Such a Manner to Pre« 
voke Rebuke from the Court, 


Fred Seagrave’s Money to Be 
Secured. 


An effort was made yesterday ig 
Judge Van Dyke's department to have 
Cissolved the injunction issued in the 
suit of Fred Geagrave against A. B. 
Campbell, O. C. Spencer et al, and 
some peculiarity in the mode of ap- 
plication aroused the ire of the court. 

The suit arose out of a dubious trans- 
action which resulted in the two de 
fendants being arrested. The plaintiff, 
Seagrave, was a telegraph operator at 
Naud’s Junction, and answered an ad- 
vertisement for a “Young man to col- 
lect for a large firm,” and in which it 
was set forth that ‘$500 would be re- 
quired as security in cash, or unincwm- 
bered real estate.”” On May 31, Spencer 
Visited Seagrave and represented that 
his name was Ross; that he had been 
collector for the Patton & Davies 
Lumber Company, but was about to 
leave for the Klondike. Seagrave ac- 
companied Ross, alias Campbell, to the 
Patton & Davies Lumber Company’s 
place and in the yard was introduced 
to Spencer as Mr. Davies. Right there 
negotiations were completed by which 
Seagrave was to enter upon his new 
duties on June 1, next day. Next morn- 
ing Campbell was on hand to drive 
Seagrave to the lumber yard, and see 
him safely installed in his new posi- 
tion. At the entrance to the yard, 
Spencer hailed them and said he was 
going to the Bradbury Block. He 
asked Seagrave about the $500 and, 
upon learning that it was on deposit 
in the bank, he directed him to draw 
it out, meet him at the Stimson Block, 
where he had some business, and he 
would then take him to the First Na- 
tional Bank, where his firm banked, 
and give him a deposit slip or certified 
check for the $500, which would be paid 
to him upon ceasing all connection 
with the firm. Seagrave drew down 
his money from the bank, met his sup- 
posed principal, Mr. Davies, in the per- 
son of Spencer at the Stimson Block, 
handed over the $6500, and that was 
the last he did see of him for some 
time. 

It was not long before Seagrave dis- 
covered the imposition that had been 
practiced upon him, and he gave in- 
formation to the police, with the result 
that Campbell and Spencer were both 
arrested with $445 in actual cash upon 
their persons, $150 in two money orders 
and some very good jewelry. Pending 
the termination of the criminal suit, 
Seagrave applied to the Superior Court 
for an injunction restraining the two 
defendants, Chief of Police Glass, 
Sheriff Burr and Hugh J. Crawford, 
from in any way disposing of the 
money found upon the defendants 
The application yesterday to have the 
restraining order dissolved was argued 
by W. H. Shinn, and he speedily got 
into hot water. In reading his mo- 
tion it was made to appear that he 
represented not only Campbell and 
Spencer, but also Chief of Police Glass 
and Sheriff Burr as well. His status 
in the case was at once challenged by 
W. Pollard, Esq., the law firm of Mul- 
ford & YVollard representing both the 
Chief of Pofice and the Sheriff, who 
had been made party defendants by 
Seagrave in the injunction proceed- 
ing. Affidavits from both Sheriff! Burr 
and the Chief of Police were read by 
Mr. Pollard, and then the court wanted | 
to know just where Mr. Shinn stood 
in the matter. The attorney protested 
that he did not represent the Chief of 
Police or the Sheriff, and to the mo- 
tion and affidavits he held in his hand 
were appended only the names of his 
actual clients, and that of Hugh J. 
Crawford, who appeared in court in 
peraon. 

The court insisted that Mr. Shinn 
read his motion again, and sure enough 
it contained the two unwarranted 
names. There was no escaping from 
the dilemma he was in, so the attorney 
said that he had inserted the names of 
the Sheriff and Chief of Police, as they 
were defendants to the suit, and he 
thought that was the practice of the 
court. Judge Van Dyke thought such 
procedure was very bad practice, and 
for an officer of the court to make such 
misrepresentations was  censurabile. 
After reading the riot act to the at- 
torney, he warned him not to allow 
such a thing to occur in his depart- 
ment again. Mr. Shinn sought to ex. 
plain that his typewriter copied into 
the motion the names of all of the 
defendants to the action, instead of just 
those whose signatures appeared, but 
the explanation did not serve to ex- 
plain to any very great extent. The 
matter was continued until the after- 
noon, at which time the court ordered 
that the money orders, aggregating 
$150. tapen from.the defendants, be 
paid over to the clerk of the court; 
that he make the collections on them, 
and. after retaining $75, pay the bal- 
ance to the defendants. The idea of 
the court in retaining $75 was that thie 
amount, with the $445 cash found on 
the defendants persons, will make $520, 
a sufficient sum to satisfy the claim of 
Seagrave if he wins his suit. Mean- 
time both Campbell & Spencer claim 
that they are victims of a hideous mis- 
take, and that their striking resem. 
blance to two other fellows has been 
their undoing, as the other fellows were 
the ones that turned the tricp on Tele- 
graph Operator Seagrave. 


AN INVALID ORDINANCE, 


H. G. Wilshire Wins Out on Habeas 
Corpes Proceedings. 
The city bdill-board ordinance was 
yesterday held by Judge Van Dyke to 
be invalid and void, and in the opin- 
ion handed down, the ordinance is ex- 


amined exhaustively. 

The question of the validity of the 
ordinance was raised on the habeas 
corpus proceedings of H. G. Wilshire, 
who was arrested for a misdemeanor 
in that he built on the line of Temple 
street a bill board which exceeded tem 
feet in height, oe to the ordi- 
ance of the city. 
mit was claimed that the purpose of 
the ordinance was to protect citizens 
against the danger of such structures, 
on account of their liability to fall or 
be blown over, and also from their 
combustible nature. But the ordinance 
has no regard to the material of 
structure, or its strength, nor does it 
prohibit the erection of a structure 
over ten feet in height, or within thirty 
feet of the line of sidewalk, if it be 
not intended to be used for advertising 
purposes; “and it is difficult,” says the 
court, “to see how a structure of ten 
feet or over, and within thirty feet 
of the sidewalk is more rous 
from the fact that it has an advertise- 
ment upon it. If the structure were 
of iron instead of boards, and built in 
the most substantial and durable man- 
ner, within thirty feet of the sidewalk, 
and over ten feet high, and used for 
advertising purposes, it would be in 
violation of the terms of the ordi- 
nance. Again, it makes no difference 
whether such sign-board be erected in 
the central business portion of the city, 
or away out in the sparsely-settled dis- 
tricts It is difficult to see how the 
erection of such a billboard, with an 
advertisement on it, in the outskirts 
and unsettled portions of the city, for 
instance, could affect the public morals

EXPORTS AND PROTECTION. 

It is a favorite contention of free- 
trade doctrinaires and propagandists 
that protective duties which are high 
enough to furnish protection to do- 
mestic industries have the effect of 
reducing the volume of exports while 
decreasing the volume of imports. A 

well-known free-trade epigram de- 
clares that protective tariffs “shut out 
imports and shut in exports.” We 
are blandly assured that international 
commerce is in its last analysis the 
same in principle as trading mules, 
that if we decrease our purchases of 
foreign goods by high import duties, 
foreign nations will retaliate by refus- 
ing to purchase our commodities, with 
consequent loss to our export trade. 

Unfortunately for the theories of 
Cobden and his school, the facts of 
International commerce—at least 
far as the practical experience of the 
United States is concerned—do not 
sustain these well-conceived dogmas. 
The history of our fiscal legislation 
will show that the volume of our ex- 
ports has been greater under high 
protective tariffs than it has been 
under tariffs for revenue only—which 
term is no more nor less than a 
puphemism for free trade. Under the 
McKinley lew, in 1892, the volume of 
our exports for the first timein the his- 
tory of the nation passed the billion- 
foliar mark, reaching an aggregate 
for that year of $1,030,278,148. This 
was accomplished under a law which 
was denounced by free traders on both 
sides of the ocean as more iniquitous 
and more destructive of international 
trade, than any law ever enacted by 
the United States. This denunciation 
had a certain weight with the super- 
ficial observer and the shallow rea- 
soner. The facts, however, told a dif- 
ferent story, which has a permanent 
record in the fiscal history of the 
sountry. 

As recently noted in these columns, 
the exports of manufactures from the 


é 


United States during the first ten 
months of the current fiscal year 
were largely in excess of the exports 
of that class of products for any cor- 
responding ten months in the his- 
tory of the nation. A recent dispatch 
from Washington shows that our 
agricultural exports, also, for the cur- 
rent fiscal year will exceed those of 
any other twelve months. Even the 
high-water mark of 1892, when our 
agricultural exports amonnted 
$799,382,723, will be surpassed by those 
of the fiscal year now drawing to a 
close. The total of these exports for 
the year, it is now practically certain, 
will approximate $835,000,000. 

The total of agricultural exports 
‘have never before reached $800,000,000, 
and never but twice have they 
reached $700,000,000, the two years in 
which they did so being 1881 and 
and 1892. As compared to the year 
1897, the increase of agricultural ex- 
ports will amount to about $150,000,- 
000, and as compared to 1896 the 
excess will be over $250,000,000, while 
the excess of the present year over the 
year 1895 will be fully 50 per cent. 

The exports of breadstuffs alone 
for the current year will be over 
$100,000,000 greater than those of last 
year. The exports of corn in May 
were larger than those of any pre- 
ceding month in the history of the 
country. The total exports of corn 
for the year will for the first time ex- 
ceed 200,000,000 bushels, the total hav- 
ing reached 100,000,000 bushels in 
only three preceding ‘y ears. Other 
articles of export, in the line of agri- 
cultural production, show a corre- 
sponding increase, notwithstanding 
the obnoxious Dingley tariff, which, 
according to the dictum of our free- 
trade friends, “shuts in exports and 
shuts,out imports.” 

These figures tell their own story. 
The total of our exports for the cur- 
rent fiscal year will be larger than 
those of any previous year in our na- 
tional history, even exceeding by 
many millions the high-water mark 
of the high-tariff year of 1892. The 
logic of cold facts and invulnerable 
Statistics completely vanquishes the 
free-trade doctrinaires, But “even 
though vanquished they can argue. 
still.” 


THE FREEHOLDERS’ TICKET. 

The advocates of the mongrel ticket. 
for a board of freeholders who are to 
formulate a new charter for the city 
of Los Angeles, provided it is elected, 
which it will not be, persist in the as- 
sertion that the opposition ticket is 
political in character, and  conse- 
quently should be turned down. If it 
were a fact that the ticket was made 
up on political lines, it would deserve 
to be defeated, and THe TIMES would 
cheerfully exert its best efforts to that 
end, but every man in this city who 
has any knowledge of the situation 
knows full well that the only politi- 
cal ticket in the field is the one 6te- 
lected at an alleged non-partisan con- 
vention. In addition to being extra 
political, it is also extra cranky, and 
consequently merits the defeat it will 
receive at the hands of the intelligent 
voters of this municipality. 

To say that the men advocated four 
election by Tue TIMES are politicians 
is ridiculous. The list is wholly made 
up of business and professional men 
of high standing. There is not a 
politician, or a son of a politician, in 
the lot, as may be seen by a perusal 
of the names, which are as follows:

The 
standing of the men on this ticket 
ie such that they are armored against 
the criticisms or attacks of the opposi- 
tion, and they should meet with the 
support of all our people who have 
the good of the city at heart.

HAWAIIAN RRNEXATION. 

The present week will be devoted, 
in the United States Senate, almost 
wholly to debate of the resolution pro- 
viding for the annexation of the Ha- 


waliian Islands. This resolution was 
adopted in the House last week by an 
overwhelming majority, and its adop- 
tion by the Senate will make Hawaii 
an integral part of the territory of the 
United States. The friends of annex- 
ation claim to have made a careful 
canvas of the Senate, and as a result 
they express the utmost confidence 
that there will be nearly or quite 
sixty votes for annexation in that 
body. This would be a two-thirds 
majority of the Senate, though only 
a bare majority is necessary to carry 
the measure. It seems to be prac- 
tically certain, at all events, that an- 
nexation will carry by a safe majority 
when the question comes to a final 
vote in the Senate. The vote may 
be taken the latter part of this week, 
though it is more likely to go over 
to some time next week. 

It is obvious to every candid ob- 
Server that the question of Hawaiian 
annexation presents issues of a totally 
different character today from those 
which it presented one year, or even 
six months ago. The momentous 
achievement of Admiral Dewey at Ma- 
nila on the first day of May placed 
a different aspect upon the question 
of Hawaiian annexation. By virtue uf 


Admiral Dewey’s brilliant victory we 


have become possessed of a large area 
of fertile territory in the Orient. We 
hold this territory under pecufiar and 
exceptional circumstances, which pre- 
clude our relinquishing it. It would: 
be a far more difficult task for us to 
dispose of the Philippines than it 
will be for us to hold them. More- 
over, since their acquisition, a senti- 
ment has developed throughout the 


United States, in favor of retaining | 


them, which is virtually unanimous.. 
The islands will undoubtedly be given 
a liberal form of autonomous govern- 
ment, in which the native population 
will have large influence and repre- 
sentation; but the Philippine govern- 
ment, whatever may be its form, will 
be under American tutelage and pro- 
tection. We shall not hold the terri- 
tory as Spain has held it during the 
past four hundred years, “for revenue 
only;’ but we shall hold. it, neverthe- 
less, and no power can prevent wus 
from pursuing the course which we 
deem wisest and best in the premises. 

Assuming it to be a settled fact that 


we shall retain control of the Philip- 


pines, the Hawaiian Islands become 
to us a virtual necessity. They lie 
almost directly in the route from San 
Francisco to Manila. Their strategic 
importance as a base of supplies can 
hardly be overestimated. Before the 
Philippines came into our possession, 
the expediency of Hawaiian annexa- 
tion was by no means apparent. With 
the Philippines as an American de- 
pendency—and this is virtually an ac- 
complished fact—thé annexation of 
the Hawaiian Islands becomes a de- 
sirable consummation, if not an ab- 
solute military necessity. 

Let us hope that the step which we 
seem about to take will be a wise 
one, and one which we shall never 
have cause to regret. The problems 
which will be presented for solution 
will demand the exercise of the high- 
est qualities of statesmanship. Let 
us pray that we shall prove equal to 
all the demands @hat in this connec- 


. tion may be made upon us. 


Blanco announces that any Ameri- 
can vessel venturing within six miles 
of the Havana forts “will be fired 
upon, even under a flag of truce.’”’ We 
have expected this. Indeed, it is a 
surprise that the Spaniards have re- 
spected the white flag thus far in the 
war, knowing what we do of Spanish 
character and methods. It would no 
doubt be peculiarly satisfying to Span- 
ish “honor’ to fire upon a flag of 
truce—which other nations, civilized 
and uncivilized, the world over, re 
gard as sacred. 


Thus far in this war the work of 
hanging Spanish spies has not pra- 
ceeded as expeditiously as could have 
been desired. If those garlic-eaters 
who blew up the finishing-house of 
the smokeless powder works near Cin- 
cinnati on Sunday night are caught, 
there should be a hanging bee in that 
vicinity forthwith, in which they 
should be made to occupy the most 
conspicuous places. 


The Kolnischne Zeitung of Berlin 
is very free with its advice to this 
country with respect to what we shall 
do about a scheme of colonization, but 
we would probably be able to worry 
along quite well if our esteemed Ger- 
man contemporary would keep its 
counsel to itself. Advice from that 
quarter of the globe is just now likely 
to be looked upon as savoring of im- 
pertinence. 


It is just horrib¥y possible that’ the 
Spaniards have no Hobson and his 
brave fellows to exchange, which 
may account for Blanco’s top-lofty 
position regarding the. matter. But if 
any harm comes to the heroes of the 
Merrimac ‘the enemy will find that 
this country will have something be- 
sides the Maine to remember, and will 
not forget it.

THE BURBANK. Years ago, in the 
early days of her glorious career, Mme. 
Modjeska brought the world to the feet 


of “Adrienne Lecouvreur.”’ In this fa- 
mous role was scored her first great 
triumph in America. Critics have ex- 
hausted the language of praise upon 
it, and it would seem that nothing is 
left to say. Comment in the presence 
of supreme art is mere banality at 
best. The return of Mme. Modjeska 
to the stage has again given to the 
world one of its best-beloved among 
the great artists, and with her it wel- 
comes this spirit of beauty and love 
faithful even unto death, summoned 
from behind the veil of two centuries 
by the compelling touch of her genius. 

In any role, in all roles, Modjeska 
is great. Her art is so perfect that it 
passes beyond the further boundary 
of art into the very heart of nature. 
She possesses in the supreme degree 
the power of incarnating in herself not 
only the spirit of one strong person- 
ality, but the spirit of a whole age 
and nationality. She makes herself a 
type. As all fallen greatness throbs in 
the breaking heart of Mary Stuart; as 
all fierce genius beating against the 
bars of frozen limitations flames out 
in the passion of Magda, so all the 
love and gayety and power of swift 
tragedy that lay in the Gallic nature in 
an age at once untamed and artificial, 
is blended in the sweet spirit of 
Adrienne. In a setting as dainty as a 
Watteau painting, the story unfolds 
itself, the glimpse of treachery and ar- 
tificiality given in the beginning only 
serving to intensify the faith, gener- 
osity and passionate love of Adrienne, 
and the dashing chivalry of Saxe. 
Adrienne is at once a child of France 
and of the Comédie Francaise. Triumph 
and success are as the breath of her 
nostrils, but the homage of the world 
counts for nothing when her lover is 
not there. Her joyous faith in him, 
her happiness in this belief, and her 
generosity to her rival, are quickly suc- 
ceeded by a tempest of jealousy in 
which she battles with her enemy with 
ready wit and magnificent daring, only 
to fall, crushed with despair, after she 
has won the victory. Then comes the 
fatalcasket, greeted so opened 
so eagerly; then sorrow, joy, madness 
and death—the whole gamut of emo- 
tions in one brief half-hour.

A. A. Grant, 
the capitalist, who lost his operahouse 
by fire yesterday, telegraphed from 
San Francisco to his manager, Louis 
McRea, that he would rebuild as soon 
as his insurance is adjusted. He is 
evidently the heaviest loser, carrying 
only $21,000 on a $65,000 building. 

Ilfeld Bros., the big dry goods and 
clothing merchants, who occupied the 
entire lower floor of four stores, will 
undooubtedly resume business as soon 
as their insurance is adjusted. They 
had insurance to the amount of $102,000, 
and it represented policies in all the 
principal fire and marine companies of 
this country and London. 

The smaller losers, who were pro- 
fessional men, and had offices on the 
second floor, can have their losses 
easily adjusted. They have already se- 
cured other quarters. 


MINER ACCIDENT ENTALLY KILLED. 


Pistol Strikes a » Wagon Seat and In- 
flicts a Fatal Wound. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) June 20.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] Samuel Grove, 
an old western miner, was accidentally 
shot and killed under distressing cir- 
cumstances near Thornton this morn- 
ing. Grove, with a lad named Hamp- 
ton Palmer and John Sanderson 
reached Thornton from Chama up in 
the San Juan covmtry, going to Bland, 
in the Cochiti mining district. San- 
derson was on horseback, and the 
athers were in a wagon. 

On reaching the forks of two roads, 
Sanderson, who was ahead, started off 
om the wrong road. Grove told the 
boy to fire his pistol so as to attract 
the attention of Sanderson. Palmer, 
after firing, attempted to hand the 
weapon back to Grove, when the pistol 
struck the seat of the wagon, explod- 
in, end sending a 45-calber bullet into 
Grove'’s groin, inflicting a fatal wound. | 

Sanderson was attracted by the 
shooting, and on riding to the wagon 
found Grove in a dying condition. The 
wounded man was brought back to 
Thornton, and a doctor was telegraphed 
for, but the wound resulted in death 
before the physician arrived. 

Just before he died he declared that 
he was accidentally shot, and reiter- 
ated that the boy was not to blame for 
his death. He stated that he was a 
widower and had two sons somewhere, 
mining in either Colorado, Arizona or 
California. The body will be buried at 
Thornton tomorrow.

or health of the city, or endanger life 
and property. 

“The ordinance does not seem to be 
levelled at. the erection of the struc- 
ture, but at its intended use, or use 
after erection, in the way of adver- 
tising. If a plain board structure, of 
the height and within the distance from 
the sidewalk mentioned in the ordi- 
nance, would be harmless of itself, a 
poster containing a programme of the 
celebration of the Fourth of July, or a 
picture of the American flag, could not 
have the effect to change it into a pub- 
lic nuisance, or endanger property, 
public peace, public morals, or the 
health of the inhabitants of the city.” 

For these and other reasons’ the 
court holds the ordinance to be in- 
valid, and in concluding says the fact 
that the particular use of property is 
declared a nuisance by an ordinance 
does not make that use of the property 
a nuisance in fact, unless it comes 
within the common law or statutory 
idea of a nuisance. 


LONG BEACH LIGHTS. 


A Claim on the > Supervisors for ola 
Debts Unpaid. 


The Long Beach and San Pedro Elec- 
trical Company began suit against ‘the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday to com- 
pel the board by mandamus proceed- 
ings to order a warrant drawn in favor 
of the plaintiff for $122. 

It is alleged that im September, 1895, 
a contract was made by which the 
plaintiff company agreed to furnish the 
city of Long Beach with electric lights 
and electricity for one year, beginning 
October 1, 1895, for $42 per month. The 
amounts were paid up to July, 1896, 
and from then on no further payments 
were made. 

As an additional grievance, the elec- 
tric company contracted to furnish 
electric lighting to the Long Beach 
wharf dating from May 1, 1896, for five 
months, for $40 per month, and on that 
account nothing has been paid. 

The company claims that -_ Novem- 
ber, 1897, a claim for $244 was filed with 
the board, but that part referring to 
September and October was rejected; 
and now a writ of mandamus is being 
sued out to. compel the board to pay 
$122 from the special fund in the county 
treasury, and if there is no money in 
that fund that a tax be levied upon 
the territory formerly included in the 
municipality of Long Beach. 


COMPLICATED SUIT. 


Judge Allen Makes a Step Toward 
Unraveling It. 


An opinion in the suit of Addie B. 
Van Sciever against Lotta Thornton 
et al., was handed down by Judge Allen 
yesterday. The Claim set up in the 
complaint was that in July, 1896, one 
of the defendants, Shaw, then having 
in his possession as pledge, a note exe- 
cuted by his co-defendant, Thornton, 
to plaintiff, for $800, theretofore pledged 
by plaintiff to Shaw as collateral to a 
note for $50, conspired to defraud the 
plaintiff by selling the note to 
Thornton MB. the amount due. In or- 
der to conceal the nature of the trans- 
action, he indorsed the same to an- 
other defendant named Oliver, who 
was agent of Mrs. Thornton, and at 
the same time surrendered to him the 
collateral note. 

Not until January, 1898, did plaintiff 
discover the facts connected with the 
transactian, or that Oliver had pos- 
session of her note and the collateral 
note, claiming to own them.

The court, in passing 
pon the demurrer, holds that there is 
a misjoinder of causes of action, and 
also a misjoinder of defendants, and.

A MALODOROUS SUIT. 


A Husband Who Bathed About Once 
a Year. 


Mrs. Lida J. Crocker appeared before 
Judge Allen yesterday, asking that the 
bonds of matrimony that joined her to 
Henry A. Crocker be severed, and after 
hearing the testimony the court made 
the desired order in double-quick time. 

The wife is a quite refined-looking 
little woman, and for the twelve years 
of her married life she led the most 
curious of martyrdoms. Her husband, 
who, by the way, allowed the case to 
go by default, had the most decided an- 
tipathy to soap and water. Despite the 
beseechings of his wife he insisted 
upon wearing his underclothing as long 
as it would hang together, and as for a 
bath, that he indulged in about once 
every second year. This peripetetic 
nuisance took great delight in offend- 
ing the olfactory:sensibilities of hin 
wife, and as a consequence he became 
repulsive and loathsome to her. But 
not only was Mr. Crocker a physical 
curio walking about unlabeled, but his 
moral traits were equally apart from 
the ordinary. He objected to his wife 


teaching the children to say their 


prayers, and not infrequently sat by 
and interrupted the mother when she 
would be teaching the little ones their 
devotions.

THE NEW BONDS. 


HOW TO PARTICIPATE IN THE 
POPULAR LOAN, 


Official Statement of the Method 
of Procedure as Given Out by 
the Secretary of the Treasury 
for General Information. 


following statement regarding 
the new bond issue is sent out to the 
press of the country by Secretary Gage, 
for the information of prospective 
bond-buyers, and gives full informa- 
tion regarding the means of making 
purchases: 
UNITED STATES BONDS. 

United States bonds are recognized 
as the most secure and stable form of 
obligation that investors’ can hoki. 
They are attractive, not only because 
of the absolute security offered, but be- 
cause there is at all times a public 
market for them on which holders can 
guickly sell; and they also offer the 
most desirable form of collateral if the 
holder wishes to serure a temporary 
loan. The fact that United States 
bonds are not subject to taxes of any 
character—Federal, State, or municipal 
—is a valuable feature of that form 
of investment. United States bonds are 
issued in both coupon and registered 
form. 

COUPON BONDS. “ 

A coupon bond is payable to the 
bearer. It may be bought and sold 
without formality as freely as any kind 
of property and without indorsement 
of any kind. Owing ts the freedom 
of transfer, coupon bonds are usually 
preferred by persons who expect to 
hold them but a short time. Their 
disadvantage for the person who 
wishes to make a permanent invest- 
ment lies in the danger that they 
might be lost or stolen, in which case 
the loss to the owner would be as 
complete as would be the loss of a 
bank note. The coupon bonds take 
their name from the method by which 
interest is collected by the holder. 

Printed on the same sheet with the 
bond is-a series of coupons or small 
certificates of interest due, which are 
so designed that one is cut off at each 
interest period. Each coupon bears the 
number of the bond and shows the 
date of the coupon’s maturity. The 
holder of a coupon bond at each inter- 
est period, detaches the coupon due 
that day and collects it. The coupons 
are payable at any subtreasury, and 
may be. collected through any bank, 
and will usually be accepted by any 
merchant having a bank account, with 
whom the holder of the bond has 
dealings. The holder of a coupon bond 
may at-.any time have it converted 
into a registered bond free of charge. 

REGISTERED BONDS. 

A registered bond is payable to the 
order of the owner, and can only be 
transferred by being properly indorsed, 
and assigned by the owner. Such as- 
signment is made by the owner filling 
in the blank form on the back of the 
bond, and must be witnessed by soine 
officer authorized by the regulations of 
the Treasury Department to witness 
assignments. The owner of the reg- 
istered bond who wishes to part with 
it writes his name on the back of the 
bond in the presence of the officer; 
then the witnessing officer writes his 
name in its proper place and affixes 
an impression of his official seal. 

The officers who are authorized to 
witness assignments are a United 
States Judge, United States District 
Atforney, clerk of a United States 
court, Collector of Customs, Collector 
or Assessor of Internal Revcme, 
United States Treasurer or Assistant 

urer, or,the president. or cashicr 
of a national bank, or if in a foreign 
country, a United States Minister or 
Consul. In cases where there is no 
officer within a reagonable distance, 
or when, through*®sickness or for some 
other good reason, the owner of regis- 
tered bonds cannot go before one of 
these officers, the Treasury Depart- 
ment will designate some person near 
the owner to act as witness. 

When the owner of a registered 
bond disposes of it and has properly 
assigned it, he delivers it to the new 
owner, who should at once forward it 
to the Register of the Treasury for 
transfer on the books of the depart- 
ment. The Register cancels the bond 
so forwarded and issues a new bond 
in the name of the new owner, and 
sends it to him by registered mail. 
The department makes no charge for 
transferring bonds. 

If the owner of a registered bond 
loses it, or if it is stolen from him, he 
should at once notify the Secretary 
of the Treasury. A stoppage will be 
entered against the bond, and, if it 
should be presented for transfer, the 
department will hold possession of the 
bond until the ownership is clearly 
established. If a lost or stolen bond is 
not recovered within six months, the 
department will issue a duplicate bond 
upon proof of loss and a bond of in- 
demnity being furnished. 

The interest on registered bonds is 
paid by the government by means of 
checks. In order that no mistake may 
be made in the payment of interest, 
the books of the department are 
“elosed” for a period, varying ac- 
cording to the importance of the loan. 
The books of the 4-per-cent. loan of 
1907 are closed for the whole month 
preceding the payment of a quarter's 
interest. On other loans the books 
are closed for fifteen days preceding 
the YWnterest payment. During this 
period no transfers are made, and the 
time is devoted to preparing “sched- 
ules” which contain the names of the 
owners, the amount of bonds each one 
holds, and the amount of interest due 
each one. When these schedules have 
been prepared and proved, they are 
sent to the Treasurer of the United 
States, who immediately has checks 
and envelopes addressed, and in due 
time each check is mailed to the ad- 
dress of its owner. The checks for 
the more distant points are first 
mailed. Interest checks are obligations 
of the United States, and, of course, 
are good everywhere. 

Coupon bonds are issued in denomi- 
nations of $20, $100, and $1000. 
Registered bonds are issued in de- 
nominations of $20, $100, $500, $1000, 


HOW TO SUBSCRIBE FOR THE 
NEW BONDS. 

The war loan which is now being 
offered will be sold to subscribers at 
par during the period of subscription, 
which ends July 14, 1898. The method 
of subscription has been made as sim- 
ple as possible. Blank forms may be 
obtained at every money-order post- 
office, and at most of the banks and 
express offices, and on these forms is 
clearly indicated all that it is neces- 
sary for the subscriber to fill out. The 
subscriber may himself mail to the 
Treasury Department at Washington 
the blank form filled out, 
with his remittarice covering the par 
value of the amount of bonds fcr 
which he wishes to subscribe. That 
remittance may be in whatever form 
best suits the subscriber’s conveni- 
ence—in currency, bank draft, check, 
postoffice money order, or express 
money order. The day the currency 
is received, or the day the proceeds 
are received from the checks, drafts 
or money orders, the subscription will 
be entered and will immediately be- 
gin drawing interest. When the bonds 
are delivered, a check will accompeny 
each delivery covering the interest at 
3 per cent. from the day the subscrip- 
tion is entered to the Ist of August.

PASADENA, June 20.— [Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] Wednesday of next week, June 
@, is the date finally fixed by the Board of 
Trustees of Pasadena for the public hearing 
on the question of granting an electric fran- 
chise to the Terminal Railroad. The Trustees 
this afternoon held & fully-attended meeting, 
at which the Terminal franchise and ‘‘blind 
pigs’ were the principal subjects discussed. A 
‘blind pig,”’ according to the Pasadena dic- 
tionary, is not a blind pig. It is something 
with very sharp eyesight, which the police 
can’t or don’t see. 

Trustee Hoag presented a warm, not to say 
bristling, report from the committee appointed 
to consider the petitions of 161 citizens for a 
more thorough enforcement of the ordinance 
against liquor-selling. The committee say 
that the sale of liquor in back rooms is in- 
creasing, and that the violators of law have 
become emboldened by freedom from prosecu- 
tion, none of them having been complain 
of or arrested for the past six months; that 
these dens are fitted up in such a way that 
an alarm may be given if an officer approaches 
and it is very di 
The committee characterize these ‘‘b 
as a “menace to the morals of Pasadena and 
a dark stain upon the fame of the city.”” The 
City Marshal, having had his attention called 
to the matter, says he is handicapped by a 
lack of funds for the detection of the offend- 
ers. Therefore the mmittee recommend a 

ial appropriation of $100 for this purpose, 
though they regard the Marshal's plea as 
only a “partial excuse.’’ 

The committee’s report, with its appropria- 
tion of $100, was adopted, and if the “blind 
pigs’’ don’t squeal now, it won't be for lack 
of funds to make them do it.

BIG FISH INSHORB. 


The big fish are coming closer inshore. 
Saturday two men on the jetty, within a few 
hundred feet of the hotel, caught two big 
fellows. One was a halibut weighing thirty 
poun which made the stubborn fight for 
which halibut are noted. The other catch 
was a four-foot jewfish, weighing sixty-five 
pounds. The catch of yellowtail off the hotel 
averages about fifteen per day. Barracuda 
are being caught at the rate of from 350 to 
600 per day. Yellowfin are caught in such 
numbers that their pursuit is not especially 
exciting. Any man can go out in a rowboat 
from the hotel and in an hour have 100 to 
200 yellowfin to his credit. The appearance 
of the big jewfish, however, is another mat- 
ter, and from this time on many important 
catches will be recorded. The jewfish is the 
kingpin of these waters, running as high as 
600 pounds. He hauls a boat around like a 
steam engine.

Provision for Connections With the 
¢ New Sewer System. 

SANTA MONICA, June 20.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The approaching completion of 
the city sewer system and the plumbing and 
connections which will naturally follow have 
prompted action to provide for the new con- 
ditions. Two ordinances bearing on the mat- 
ter were presented to the City Trustees today 
and action on them was temporari y deferred.

nection shall be made with «@ public sewer 
until a permit therefor has been obtained 
from the Street Superintendent. The kind of 
pipe with which connections shall be made 
is specified. The pipe must not be of less 
than six inches internal diameter, and the 
grade from the. property-line to the public 
sewer must be straight and have a fall of not 
less than one foot in fifty. Other require- 
ments in reference to making connections are 
stated, and it is provided that the work must 
be done to the satisfaction of the Street 
Superintendent. 

The other ordinance fixes the price of 
bonded sewer connections at 9 cents per front 
foot of the property connected. This ordi- 
nance is designed to require property fronting 
on a sewer paid for by the municipality as a 
whole to pay for the privilege as well as 
property for the connection of which a street 
sewer has to be constructed, 

George C. Boehme and C. DPD. Middiekauff 
presented a petition that a certain section of 
the plumbing ordinance be amended as fol- 
lows: “The pi@mbing inspector shall not 
grant @ permit to any person or persons to do 
any plumbing, nor make any connections with 
any sewer, drain, soil or waste pipe, or any 
pipe connected therewith, unless be is a mas- 
ter plumber and has an established place of 
business, and must also register his or their 
name or names, address or addresses in a 
book kept for that purpose in the health 
office." Objection was made to the granting 
of the petition on the ground that such action 
would create a monopoly. The matter was 
referred to a committee. 

William Phillips was granted permission to 
remove his saloon to the easterly corner of 
Utah avenue and Third street, Trustee Roth 
voting against the motion to grant such per- 
mission. 

T. H. James was authorized to employ as 
many inspectors as he should need on the 
construction of the trunk sewer outfall. 

The purchase of a large American flag for 
the city’s use in the Fourth of July celebra- 
tion was authorized. 

Trustee Carrillo said he regretted the neces- 
sity of calling attention to the scandalous 
conduct of men and women on the beach, and 
that in broad daylight. He asked the City 
Attorney if something could not be done to 
remedy the evil. City Attorney Tanner said 
that if only the people guilty of the indecent 
behavior complained of could be arrested and 
brought into court, and sufficient evidence 
were obtained, very severe punishment would 
doubtless be meted out. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Police Committee, consisting of 
Trustees Hostetter, Roth and Giilis.

A WAR INVENTION, 


AN BRLIXER OF LIFE FOR GUNS 
AND SMALL. 


Government Summons Joseph Singe: 
of Los Angeles to Springficls 
Arsenal to Test His New Proces, 
for Protecting Gan Barrels. 


Joseph Singer, gunsmith, inventor 
and vice-president of the Southern 
California Kennel Club, has been sum- 
moned to Washington by the United 
States government to direct a series 
of exhaustive tests to determine the 
vlue of a bluing process for the in- 
terior of guns, of his invention. The 
Los Angeles man says that his own 
previous tests have proved that the 
new process will prevent any rusting, 
protect the metal from athe disastrous 
effects of heat, and lengthen the life of 
cannon and small arms far beyond any- 
thing ever before known. 

Mr. Singer's process was worked out 
two years ago. He applied it to his 
own gun, and the rifles of some of his 
friends, and by careful tests satisfied 
himself of its worth. He described the 
method and showed its results to an 
me officer who visited Los Angeles 

ar ago. Two months ago, without 
previous warming, he received tele- 
graphic orders to report to the War 
Department in Washington. His 
transportation was telegraphed to him, 
and he left at once to show his process 
to the authorties. 

Since his departure for the East, Mr. 
Singer has divided most of his tim« 
between Washington and Springfield, 
Mass., where is situated the great gov- 
ernment arsenal, at which the exper!- 
ments have been conducted. The re- 
sults and the exact nature of the pro- 
cess are being guarded as a war se- 
cret. Mr. Singer has written to his 
friends in Los Angeles that the tests 
have come up to expectations. It is 
probable that he will be retained by the 
government in the East, if the process 
is accepted, superintending its appli- 
cation to the weapons of war. 

The process consists of treating the 
interior of the gun barrel with a dress- 


the metal and gives the gun a smoocth. 
hard surface, which cannot be affected 
by moisture or the acids of powder 
gases. The process requires tem days. 
Extreme care must be taken, as a high 
degree of heat is necessary, and there 
is danger of spoiling the weapon. 

“Gung treated by the new process,” 
said Max Harris, Mr. Singer's partner 
im the Southern California Arms Com- 
pany, “do not need to be cleaned. An 
ordinary rifle barrel must be carefully 
wiped out and polished after every 
time that it has been used. If a gun 
is put away uncleaned, the interior of 
the barrel quickly becomes pitted, or 
rusted, and the gun no longer sheots 
true. No matter how carefully a man 
cleans and oils his gun, almost invari- 
ably some traces of powder smoke re- 
main, and in time the gun becomes 
pitted. 

“Mr. Singer's process so protects the 
metal that the gun may be used con- 
stantly, and yet left uncleaned for 
months, and at the end of that time, 
if it is Wiped out with a rag, it is as 
bright and smooth as if it were per- 
fectly new. The new nitro-powders, 
the smokeless powders, when exploding 
form gases which are rich in acids de- 
structive to the gun barrel. When a 
gun is hot it is much more easily in- 
jured by such gases than at other 
times. Mr. Singer has succeeded in 
rendering the metal proof against in- 
jury from these acids, even when 
highly heated.” 

The invention is of particular inter- 
est in relation to its use with big guns. 
The life of a large cannon is declared 
by most authorities to be short. The 
acids of the powder smoke, the heat 
and the friction quickly plays havoc 
with the trueness of the aim. Mr. 
Singer believes that his bluing process 
will as effectually protect cannon as 
small arms from injury by rust and 
heat. Any invention which will 
lengthen the period of usefulness or 
that immensely expensive mechanism, 
a modern cannon, will be of great value 
in lessening the expense of warfare. 

Another advantage claimed for the 
process is that it renders it unmeces- 
sary to spend so much time as hereto- 
fore in swabbing out gun barrels. The 
gunners, instead of cleaning the can- 
non, can spend the time necessary to 
wait for the gun to cool, in preparing 
ammunition. The aggregate’ time 
saved by dispensing with the necessity 
of continual cleaning, will be of no 
smal] importance. _ 

The Los Angeles inventor has de- 
vised a number of other things in con- 
nection with guns and ammunition, 
and holds numerous patents, but his 
new bluing process is the first thing 
of his invention of so much importance 


as to attract the attention of the goy- 
ernment.
